An Open Letter 
From Roy Edwards 
To Mayor Childs 

Newtonvlllp. August 4. 1937. 
Dear Mr. Mayor: 

I know that as a long time Mayor 
of the City of Newton, you must he 
vitally interested in the proper man 
ugement and efficient running of all 
its departments. For this reason I am 
taking the liberty of openly calling 
your attention to what I feel Is an im- 
practical purchase, ami for the purpose 
for which it is intended, a useless 
vehicle. 

My reference is to a lately pur- 
chased "Police Ambulance." 

An ambulance, as I understand it. 
is a conveyance used for the purpose 
of getting emergency eases to a hos- 
pital as quickly and as comfortably as 
possible. The new Police Ambulance 
which I saw this A. M. is mounted on 
a ton and a half truck chassis, with, 
perhaps, additions to its springs for 
what might be considered more com- 
fortable riding qualities. Nothing in 
my opinion could make a ton and a hall' 
truck so that it would ever serve as a 
comfortable conveyance for a well per 
son let alone one with broken limbs or 
desperately ill. 

All streets in Newton are not as 
smooth as Boyiston and Washington 
sts. It is my opinion that individuals 
being driven over uneven roads in tills 
car, on arrival at the hospital, would 
through the jouncing they would re- 
ceive, be in a much worse condition 
than before they started. It might even 
he discovered that the attendant ac- 
companying the patient would be 
"hors de combat” through his inability 
to hang oil to tile “wee" folding seat 
in the rear. 

Over twenty years ago in France I 
was carried to a hospital over rough 
cobblestone roads much gentler than I 
am convinced that this new truck 
ambulance with its highly inflated 
tires would do it. 

Mr. Mayor. Newton, a fair sized city, 
is rich in real estate. Its taxes con- 
sidering assessed value are not low. 
Do you think that u ton and a half 
truck built to carry at least three 
tons, used as ail ambulance is fair to 
the taxpayers or the unfortunates who 
some day may he compelled through 
illness or accident to ride in it? A 
fair test would be for you and other 
unbiased healthy citizens to be driven 
in it at ambulance speed over some 
average Newton streets. 1 am satisfied 
as a result of such * test as this, you 
would sec to it that o\ir citizens are 
provided with an ambulance such us 
it deserves and enn afford.

Bacteria Found in Old Wooden Conduit

Newton Girl Struck 
By Automobile 

Irene Kendall, 16, of 13 Linder ter . 
Newton, was hit and seriously injured 
mi Wednesday evening by an automo- 
bile driven by Charles Oltind. 74. of 
1037 Beacon st.. Newton Centre. The 
girl was crossing Charles River Park- 
way at tlie foot of Clmrlesbank rd. 
when the car lilt her. She was taken 
to St. Elizabeth's Hospital in the am- 
bulance of the Metropolitan Police 
from the Speedway Station at Brigh- 
ton It was feared she had a fracture 
of the skull. 


The printed report of the Newton 
Health Department was issued this 
week One section of the report 
which should be of vital interest to res- 
idents of Newton Is that referring to 
the Newton water supply. Dr. Harold 
D. Chope. head of the Newton Health 
Department, says: 

"The bacteriological examinations of 
Newton’s water supply are made In 
the Health Department laboratory. 

Samples are secured once or twice a 
week by a representative of the Wa- 
ter Department, in bottles furnished 
by and sterilized in our laboratory. 

During the period of exceptionally 
high water in March, samples were 
collected almost every day. Samples 
were routinely secured at 9 different 
points. 6 points before the water was 
treated and 3 after treatment. Some 
samples were also secured from the 
reservoir located on Waban Hill.” 

“The percent of specimens of wa 
ter from the two wells positive for the 
coli-aerogenes group, was somewhat 
higher during 1936 than In 1935. In all 
probability, this is no occasion for 
alarm nor is it an indication that the 
quality of the water during 1936 was 
not as good as during 1935. as practi- 
cally 50 per cent of the positive speci- 
mens for the entire year were secured 
during the flood period." 

“The specimens secured at Ward 
st.. where there is a cross connection 
with the Metropolitan water supply, 
were very much better during 1936 
than during the preceding year.” 

“Examination of specimens of water 
from the reservoir taken during the 
fall of the year, indicated that the 
reservoir had probably become seeded 
with bacteria. Upon recommendation 
of His Honor the Mayor, the Water 
Commissioner and the Director of Pub- 
lic Health, the Board of Aldermen 
appropriated a sum of money to have 
the reservoir cleaned out. The bac- 
teriological examinations of specimens 
from the reservoir made subsequent to 
the cleaning have indicated that the 
quality of the water is much im- 
proved. Starting January 1. 1937. spe- \ vTcinity 
cimens will he secured eacli wqek from ; 
several different sections of the reser- ! 
voir." 

"The point of greatest danger in the 
entire system is the infiltration gal- 1 
lerv. Approximately 50 per cent of the 
specimens collected from points along 
this gallery during 1936 were positive 
for the coli-aerogenes group Accepted 
standards allow only lo per cent posi- 
tives iu a year." 

There are two large artesian wells 
at the Newton water reservation south 
of Kendrick st.. Needham, which sup- 
ply about 50<^ of the water used in 
Newton. The balance of the supply 
is obtained mostly by pumping water 
from the Charles River into basins 
which were excavated some years ago 
at the reservation north of Kendrick 
This water filters through a gravel 
and sand strata into the long wooden 
gallery, which also carries the water 
from the artesian wells to the pump- 
ing station. The count of coli-aero- 
genes bacteria at Well No. 1 in 1936 
averaged 4.S, at Well No. 2. 13.4: at 
the manhole near the pumping station 
48.2 and at the tap in the pumping 
station 1.2. Tlie water is treated with 
chlorine and sodium ash at the pump- 
ing station before entering the water 
mains: hence the big decrease In bac- 
teria content. 

Two new artesian wells are being 
excavated at the water reservation, 
one of which Is on the north side of 
Kendrick st.. nearer the pumping sta- 
tion than the present wells. These 


are expected to add considerably to 
the supply. Years ago the long wooden 
conduit, or gathering gallery, provided 
much of the Newton water supply. Into 
it lead hundreds of small pipes, 
through which water filtered from the 
high terrain on the Needham side. 
Some years ago a huge gravel pit was 
started In the area southwest of the 
reservation, and as the land level 
there was lowered, less and less wa- 
ter seeped Into the gallery. In ad- 
dition, the wooden conduit became 
filled with a growth of crenothrlx 
which caused a perceptible discolor- 
ation and unpleasant taste in the wa- 
ter. About 10 years ago the conduit 
was cleaned of this growth, and the 
condition of the water greatly im- 
proved. This year the reservoir at 
Chestnut Hill was cleaned. 

From time to time during the past 
dozen years large amounts of money 
have been spent In excavating howls 
tor basins) at the water reservation in 
Needham for the purpose of Increasing 
the Newton water supply. Water from 
the river is pumped Into these bowls 
and seeps into the gathering gallery. 
A huge sum was spent a few years 
ago for rebuilding tho pumping sta- 
tion. and equipping it with new en- 
gines and pumps. There was opposi- 
tion to these expenditures, particu- 
larly from Alderman Temperley, who 
contended that within a comparatively 
few years Newton must use the Met- 
ropolitan water supply. 

Should the use of the long wooden 
conduit be abandoned, as recommend- 
ed by Health Officer Chope. it will 
be necessary for the city to lay a long 
pipe line, at a considerable expense to 
bring the water from the artesian 
wells to the pumping station. More- 
over. a water-tight iron main would 
prevent water from seeping into the 
supply from surrounding terrain as It 
does in the present wooden conduit. 

There have been comparatively few 
complaints against Newton water in 
the past few years, as contrasted with 
several years preceding. Water 
Commissioner Murray states that the 
local water supply Is far superior to 
that of most cities and towns In this

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SHOULD THE PEOPLE DECIDE 

A few years ago the voters of the Commonwealth adopted 
the so-called pre-primary convention method of selecting party 
candidates for the endorsement of nominations contested at 
the primary elections. Experience with this method has re- 
sulted in the introduction of certain abuses which many con- 
tend has not been conducive to good government. During the 
last legislative session the pre-primary convention was re- 
pealed after considerable debate. Since that time a group 
of individuals, including members of both major parties, have 
sought the decision of the higher courts as to whether or not 
the Legislature had the authority to repeal the law, adopted 
by the initiative referendum, without first referring it to the 
people for another expression of their wishes. This decision 
as to whether or not the people’s wishes should be ignored 
is awaited with considerable interest on the part of many. 
Regardless of what the decision may be it will most assuredly 
have a great effect upon political developments in this state ; 
during the next twelve months. 


CONGRESSMAN LUCE’S SPEECH STRIKES KEYNOTE 

Now that, the issue dealing with the Supreme Court has 
come to a fortunate end it is interesting to recall that the 
opening gun in the battle against the “packing’ of the high 
tribunal was fired by our own Congressman Robert Luce. 
His speech in the National House of Representatives in the 
middle of January, and delivered before the President, had 
disclosed his full program and it struck the keynote of the 
many months of debate which followed. Congressman Luce’s 
speech is another example of that legislative ability and knowl- 
edge of government which he possesses and with which he 
has so ably represented the citizens of Newton and other 
communities of the district for many years. 


A LOCAL REFERENDUM 

On the subject of referenda we are reminded that at the ■ 
coming city election in December the people of Newton will 
be asked to decide upon the question of biennial elections of 
aldermen and members of the school committee. While it 
is still too warm to get. deeply bothered about local politics 
it should be kept in mind that before many months this ] 
question will be faced by voters of Newton. 


VACATION CHURCH SCHOOL 
CLOSES 


The Vacation Church School held 
for July on Andover-Newton Hill, New- 
ton Centre, closed Friday, July 30, af- 
ter a successful term of four weeks. 
Appropriate exercises for parents and 
guests night were held in the chapel, 
to a full house. Kindergarten songs 
wi re given by the smallest children. 
A dramatization of the “Story of the 
Baby Moses" was most effectively pre- 
sented by the primary department un- 
der tlie direction of Mrs. Evelyn B. 
Downer. Junior boys and girls pre- 
sented the “Parable of the Talents" in 
a clear and unforgetable manner. Mr. 
Everett C. Herrick, president of An- 
dover-Newton Theological School, add- 
ed fitting words relative to the value 
of u vacation school to the community. 
The offering taken was added to the 
children’s previous offerings, and given 
to the Salvation Army, to hi; used for 
underprivileged children at open air 
camps in Maine. Following the pro- 
gram an exhibit of the children's 
handwork was shown in Colby Hall.

Dear Sir: 

Isn't it about time for u radical re- 
dud ion in our city tuxes? We have 
little control over our Federal asses- 
sors, and not much over State and 
County, but our Aldermen can be 
properly instructed, every so often. 
Our taxes have Increased every year 
but one, for fifteen to twenty years, 
either rate or assessment, despite en- 
ormous growth In population and 
building. Why shouldn't this have re- 
duced taxes? 

\\ by is it that loans on homes nre 
limited to one quarter or one third the 
valuation set by the Assessors? 

Why are there so many houses be- 
ing sold for taxes, or by the banks for 
a fraction of their real value? Isn’t 
the nssessed value far above the mar- 
ket value? And why should we sup- 
port three tax assessors when one 
good man would probably suffice? 

Our expenditures for Improvements 
are huge — schools, streets, water and 
sewage, garbage and rubbish dispo- 
sal, etc., but isn’t there a limit? 

Do we have to pension teachers 
whether married or not. at 60? They 
work only nine months out of tlie 
twelve, the rest of us full time. We 
have seventy odd miles of accepted 
streets, and as much unaccepted, yet 
residents on the latter pay as high 
taxes ns tlie former, but receive little 
service. Our water and sewage depart- 
ments are frequently asking for 
money, and not always getting full 
value in return, although employing 
high priced experts for advice. We 
are paying for a rubbish incinerator 
and collection, and at the same time 
paying a contractor to collect garbage 
for liis pigs, which he formerly bought 
from the city, with no charge for col- 
lection. Why wasn't the incinerator 
built for rubbish and garbage the 
same as in Worcester, New Bedford, 
Providence, and elsewhere? There 
were plenty of locations where any 
possible question of nuisance would 
have been avoided, and the rubbish 
burns the garbage. 

These are only some of the ques- 
tions in taxpayers’ minds, as the an- 
nual tribute day approaches, and ir- 
respective of alibis, they are real 
questions. What is the Taxpayers 
League doing about this situation? 

I believe our taxes are at least 25% 
too high, and that the best way to 
reduce them (as is imperative) is to 
cut salaries, reduce personnel, and 
pare expenditures. This *is In our 
hands. At the next election, unless 
some drastic savings are effected, we 
should select different men to run our 
city.

The tramp nuisance is being solved. 
For weeks we have read of outrages 
by tramps. Increasing in frequence 
and annoyance. Tlie tide has turned 
and announcements are coming In 
like this one from Portland, Maine — 
“The first tramp was sentenced to- 
day to 30 days in the House of Cor- 
rection.” Mayor Hyde has a notice 
In another column looking to the 
same disposition of them fh Newton. 

Store buildings valued at $200,000 
have been erected in Ward 1 during 
the past year. 

Extensive repairs have been found 
necessary on the bridge over the 
Charles River at Lower Falls. Rather 
a short life for a $6000 bridge built 
only 2 years ago. 


Travel through Lower Falls for the 
past few days has been very large. 
The increase is largely on account of 
the militia muster at Framingham. On 
Sunday, and Sunday and Monday 
nights the rattle of wheels and shouts 
of men eould he heard frequently. The 
police were kept busy. 


The old cemetery on Centre st. has 
been rejuvenated, the city authorities 
having got sick of seeing it in so ne- 
glected a condition. The grass has 
been mowed, the trees trimmed and 
matters generally put to rights. This 
money lias been well spent. 

(Legal Notice) 

CITY OF NEWTON 

West Newton, Aug. 5, 1875 

Tlie attention of all persons is 
called to the following extract 
from tlie Laws and Resolves of 
the year 1S66; Chapter 225., Sec. 

1 : "All idle persons who not hav- 
ing visible means of support, all 
persons wandering abroad and vis- 
iting tippling shops or houses of 
111-fame, or lodging in groceries, 
out-houses, market places, sheds, 
barns or the open air, and not 
having a good account of them- 
selves: ali persons wandering 
abroad, or who go from door to 
door, or plaoe, themselves in the 
streets, higliwayp, passages or 
other public places to beg or re- 
ceive alms, shall be deemed va- 
grants.” ! 


As tramps and beggars have be- 
come a great nuisance and threat- 
en to become worse in the future 
unless measures are taken to pre- 
vent such a result, I have thought 
it wise to call attention to the 
law relating to this class. The 
police have been instructed to ar- 
rest all who are liable under this 
law, take them before a magis- 
trate at once, when, if convicted, 
they will be sent to the State 
Workhouse. I call on all inhab- 
itants of the city to co-operate 
with the police in the enforcement 
of this law. Persons should im- 
mediately notify the police when 
beggars or tramps call at their 
houses so they may at once be 
arrested.

Mr. I.allle was sent for and 
when in* opened the door slightly, tlie 
dog sprang at him, just in llino to re- 
ceive a bullet from a revolver. Tlie 
affair created much excitement.

Walker Host To 
Fellow Aldermen 

Alderman Clifford Walker of 711 
Chestnut st., Wahan, was host to fel- 
low members of the board at a 
luncheon served at his estate on Wed- 
nesday evening preceding tlie special 
meeting of the hoard at City Hall. 

Following the luncheon, the Aider- 
men had the pleasure of Inspecting 
the beautiful flower garden on Mr. 
Walker's property. Tlie Waban Al- 
derman’s hobby is floriculture, and he 
has one of the most attractive gardens 
in tliis city. Every square foot of 
space in Mr. Walker's yard is devoted 
to the garden, except for a charming, 
little lawn in the centre. Because of 
Mr. Walker's modesty, fow of his fel- 
low Aldermen knew of ills exportness, 
before visiting his estate on Wednes- 
day evening. 

At tlie meeting of the hoard on Wed- 
nesday night the list of election offi- 
cers, whose names were presented by 
Mayor Childs, was confirmed. Action 
was held on tlie proposed amendment 
to the Building Code relative to the 
height of steeples on churches. In 
1828 the building code was revised, and 
the height of spires was limited to l'i 
times tlie height of tlie building. This 
limited the height to much less than 
that of many steeples which had been 
built on churches in this city prior to 
1928. The reason for the reversion 
from the restriction imposed in 1928 
is — that, the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, at Newtonville, plans to 
build a spire which will be more than 
1% times tlie height of tlie building. 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
had voted to recommend the granting 
of a permit to Paul Sykes to change 
a single dwelling at 18 George st., 
Newton, into a two-family house. Be- 
cause of objections from neighbors, 
this matter was held up. Two loans 
were authorized from tlie Cousens 
Fund: one of $6,000, the other for $405 
additional.

Must Keep Busy 

“Book learnin’,” said Uncle 
Eben, “is no help if it encourages 
a man to think it entitles him to do 
nuffin’ 'cept look wise and act 
haughty.” 


During tlie past year or two we have 
heard much about '‘the freedom of tlie 
press." The Federal administration 
was criticised because of proposed 
legislation which allegedly threatened 
that great American principle, — "the 
freedom of the press.” Certain news- 
paper publishers throughout this coun- 
try havo condemned the American 
Newspaper Guild because they claim 
that this rapidly growing organization 
endangers the freedom of the press. 
Here in Boston the pnst week we had 
an illustration of tlie freedom of the 
press. 

For some months pnst labor strikes 
have been prevalent, all over the U. 
S. A., and newspapers have given 
much space to accounts of these 
strikes. Last Thursday and Friday 
there was n strike at Somerville. It 
occurred at tlie plant of one of the 
largest companies operating chain gro- 
cery store and meat markets in Mass- 
achusetts. It prevented the delivery 
of bakery goods made in this com- 
pany’s bakery to the hundreds of 
stores operated in this area. But, did 
you rend anything in your Boston 
newspaper of this strike? Tlie com- 
pany Involved is one of tlie largest 
advertisers in Boston papers. A large 
percentage of our newspapers forget 
about the much vaunted “Freedom of 
tlie press" when financial gain — or lose 
enters into the situation. These news- 
papers were almost equally silent in 
March, 1936 when certain large milk 
companies in Greater Boston distrib- 
uted "manufactured milk” during the 
flood period. 

Senator Lodge has gained thous- 
ands of supporters because of his at- 
titude on the hours and wages bill. 
And the mnjorlty of tlie Senators from 
the Democratic South have again 
proved how democratic they really are 
when it conies to improving the social 
and economic conditions of working 
people in their stntes. These same 
Southern senators insist on high tar- 
iffs to protect the cotton, sugar and 
other staple agricultural products 
raised In their region from competition 
by similar products raised in foreign 
countries where labor costs are much 
less. 


The rules and regulations of the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles of Massa- 
chusetts specify that lighted head- 
lamps on automobiles operated in this 
state shall throw sufficient light to 
make clear all persons, vehicles or 
substantial objects for a distance of 
at least 160 feet. This rule is not 
being enforced, either by the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles, or members of po- 
lice departments in Massachusetts. 
More and more automobiles are being 
operated on our highways after dark 
without headlights as prescribed by 
the law. Instead, they are using road- 
lights, or fog-lights; lamps affixed to 
bumpers or otherwise on the front of 
cars, and not throwing beams for 160 
feet aiiead. Interstate busses some 
years ago started to use road-lights in 
addition to headlights, and the prac- 
tice was Imitated by many owners of 
small cars. These fellows should he 
made to use tlie headlights on their 
cars for the protection of pedestrians. 
Mr. Goodwin should also campaign 
against the use of high-powered bulbs 
in headlamps. He announced a few 
years ago that ho was going to pro- 
hibit the use of 32 candle-power bulbs 
because of the excessive glare they 
cause. He did not do so. Some head- 


lamps are equipped now with bullm 
of more than 32 candlepower. 

Another automobile nuisance which 
should lie eliminated is the use of 
super-noisy automobile horns. Tlieso 
nerve wracking devices wore also first 
used on big interstate busses, and 
gradually adopted by thousands of tlie 
“get out of my way” type of speeders. 
Such blaring horns not only tend to 
cniiso nervous drivers to lose control 
of cars when suddenly sounded behind 
them, hut, these horns are tooted at 
all hours of the night by Inconsider- 
ate drivers, and disturb the sleep of 
many. With so many campaigns in 
cities against unnecessary noise, why 
not prohibit automobile horns t lint 
produce oodles of decibles. 


Tlie construction of the underpass 
on Commonwealth ave. at Massachu- 
setts ave., Boston, calls attention to 
the need of an overpass at the inter- 
section of Commonwealth ave. and 
Cottage Farm bridge. It should be 
comparatively easy to use (ho long ap- 
proaches provided by the bridge and 
tlie Boston & Albany railroad for over 
head ramps. 


The wide walk leading to (lie New- 
ton Free Library on Centre st., New- 
ton. lias been flanked the past few 
years by beautiful flower gardens 
which have become Increasingly at- 
tractive. Annuals and perennials are 
In bloom from May until October.

Mem- 
bers of the club contribute money for 
the purchase of seedlings and plants, 
and contribute plants and bulbs from 
their own gardens.

Smith of Eliot Memorial rd. is presi- 
dent of tlie club. Herbert C. Fraser of 
Eldredgo st.. founder and for 7 years, 
president of tho club, has shown so 
much interest in tho garden at the 
library, that lie lias even contributed 
liis manual labor in developing it. John 
Hargedon of West Newton is the effi- 
cient employee of the Forestry De- 
partment who cares not only for the 
garden at the library, but, also for Far- 
low Park and the rose garden at tho 
Children's Library oil Vernon st. 

Even before tlie garden was started 
at the Newton Free Library, the New- 
ton Centre Garden Club developed a 
very attractive garden at the rear 
of the Newton Centro Branch Library.

Lyrebird Sings, Struts 

Like Vaudeville Actor 

The artistic range of the Austra- 
lian lyrebird (genus menura) is 
from classic grand opera to low 
comedy vaudeville. He can repro- 
duce the melodious notes of the 
most gifted feathered songster in a 
way that makes the imitated one 
highly envious, for the duplicate is 
often more beautiful in tone, vol- 
ume, flexibility, and flourishes than 
the original, writes Mason Warner 
in the Chicago Tribune. 

The lyrebird cannot be domesti- 
cated. He roams “the bush," wild 
and free. He is shy and timid, and 
he lives his own life in the seclusion 
of the forest. Proud of his accom- 
plishments, he apparently welcomes 
the opportunity to show off before 
his admiring family or an enthralled 
and silent audience or other birds. 
He is a true artist and often per- 
forms in strict solitude— running 
through his entire repertoire just for 
art's sake. 

He seems to have a sense of prop- 
erty rights. He respects the terri- 
torial boundaries of his neighbors 
and defends his own. He is monog- 
amous and faithful to his mate, 
rearing his family, one baby bird a 
year, and keeping his offspring with 
the family until their fourth year, 
when they go on their o\yn. So a 
lyrebird family usually consists of 
the parent birds and two or three 
young ones.

First to Grow Potatoes 

The potato is a native of South 
America, apparently originating 
along the Pacific coast of that coun- 
try, as the first published record of 
potatoes is found in Cieca’s "Chron- 
icles of Peru,” published in 1553. 
The Incas called them "pappas." 
They were introduced into Europe 
in the middle of the Sixteenth cen- 
tury, states a writer in the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer, but did not be- 
come an important crop until much 
later. In cultivation the tuber has 
become larger, and the seeds fewer, 
but otherwise the plant is little dif- 
ferent from its wild form. Botan-

History of Coined Money 

Dates to About 900 B. C. 

The selection of gold and silver for 
the principal monetary purposes 
was due to their adaptability. In ad- 
dition to their being desirable, ob- 
serves a writer in the Indianapolis 
News, they possess the following 
qualities demonstrated to be requi- 
site to a just and equitable medium 
of value: Relative scarcity, porta- 
bility (containing large values in a 
small bulk), durability, homogeneity 
(or uniformity), divisibility (capa- 
ble of being divided into small parts 
and again united without apprecia- 
ble loss). 

The use of the metals as money 
by weight proved a cumbersome 
process, and a coining device was 
introduced, probably by the Greeks 
about 900 B. C. The bank check 
came into use as a means of saving 
the transfer of coined money. The 
bank note is an evolution of these 
preceding forms, being a promise 
of the bank to pay the specified 
amount on demand. The Bank of 
Sweden is credited with having first 
issued this form of money in 1658. 
The scarcity of gold and silver, the 
need of bills of exchange and of a 
money more convenient to carry, 
and the issuance of government 
credits forced on bankrupt nations 
brought about tire use of paper mon- 
ey in European countries. Colonial 
America early adopted this medium 
of exchange from the English. 

Paper money in America first was 
issued by Massachusetts in 1690. 
The object was not to supply any 
supposed lack of a medium for 
trade, but to satisfy the demands of 
some clamorous soldiers. The first 
issue of money under authority of 
the Continental congress was dated 
Muy 10, 1775, but not placed in cir- 
culation until tlie following August.

Some Birds Choose Dark 

Nest, Hide White Eggs 

In nearly all cases, birds that lay 
white eggs hide them in dark 
places, while eggs that are covered 
with brilliant markings on a colored- 
shell are left in exposed positions, 
writes Oliver G. Pike, F. Z. S., in 
London Tit-Bits Magazine. 

All the owls choose dark places 
for their homes, and few make any 
attempt at nest building. The eggs 
of the tawny owl are found in holes 
in trees, and the decaying wood or 
other rubbish at the bottom forms 
the only nest. The barn owl chooses 
a bare board or other ledge in the 
sheltered corner of any old build- 
ing, while the little owl is often con- 
tent with a rabbit burrow on a 
grassy bank. All these birds lay 
pure white eggs with no markings. 

Kingfishers and woodpeckers lay 
white eggs, and build dark homes 
in which to conceal them. The king- 
fisher is a clever engineer. She 
makes a tunnel in a sandy bank 
and, at the end of this, which may 
be four feet in length, she excavates 
a larger chamber in which the nest 
is made. This consists entirely of 
undigested fish bones which she 
casts up through the beak in the 
form of white pellets. 

The little sand-martin also digs 
out a tunnel on a grassy bank, an 
even more wonderful feat than that 
of the kingfisher, which has a long 
sharp beak well adapted for dig- 
ging, but the sand-martin has only 
a tiny beak. She also lays white 
eggs. 

Woodpeckers make their homes in 
trees, boring through two or three 
inches of solid wood, then digging 
out a larger chamber in the heart 
of the trunk. The green woodpeck- 
er is the best known of the several 
species; in many country districts 
it is called the “wet weather bird,” 
because its loud notes are so often 
heard just before rain. Kingfishers’ i 
and woodpeckers’ eggs are pure 
white, have a gloss on their surface, ! 
and the shells are so thin that tlie \ 
yolk shows through, giving them a 
dainty pink tinge. 


“Ringside Seats" lor Battle 
Tlie only real naval battle for 
which excursion boats sold "ring- 
side seats” look place in the Eng- 
lish Channel on June 19, 1864, ac- 
cording to Collier’s Weekly.

land. 


Valuable Birthstone 
Nonius, a Roman senator of Ju- 
lius Caesar's day, had an opal, the 
October birthstone, valued at 
$100,000. 


Language and Thought 

Defined by Authorities 

Language in its broadest sense is 
any means of expressing thought, 
so that even the cries of the lower 
animals, in so far as they give ex- 
pression to their state of mind, may 
be considered language, states a 
writer in the Detroit News, 

Animals are conceded to have a 
limited capacity to think and rea- 
son, and many of them have consid- 
erable intelligence and imagination, 
though it would be difficult to dem- 
onstrate that they can reason from 
cause to effect. The same is true of 
infants who have not yet learned to 
talk. On the other hand, the great 
importance of language to real 
thought is brought out by such writ- 
ers as Samuel Johnson: 

“Language is the dress of 
thought”; Carlyle, “Language is the 
flesh - garment, the body, of 
thought”; Scott, "Just at the age 
'twixt boy and youth, when thought 
is speech and speech is truth.” Oth- 
ers may be quoted to illustrate the 
common saying that a thought may 
be too deep to be put into language. 
C. P. Cranch, “Thought is deeper 
than all speech, feeling deeper than 
all thought,” also Matthew Prior, 
“They always talk who never 
think,” to indicate that language 
does not always denote thought. 


First Bread From Acorns 

The earliest known bread flour 
was made from acorns. Indeed, In- 
dians on South America’s west coast 
still eat acorn bread. The nuts are 
so bitter to taste they first must be 
thoroughly soaked in boiling water. 
Although white bread made of 
wheat flour is almost standard food 
in the United States, that’s not true 
of the rest of the world. Rye bread 
is eaten almost exclusively in some 
parts of Europe and bread of millet 
in other sections. Barley bread, an- 
other of the earliest foods, is still 
.made, and tapioca meal is used in 
some parts of South America. China 
and India, too, have a native bread. 
It's made from durra, a grain re- 
sembling millet. 


Origin of the Basques 

There are various theories as to 
the origin of the people of the 
Basque country. 1. That they are 
descended from the tribes known to 
the Romans as the Iberi. 2. That 
they are descendants of some of the 
fairer tribes of northern Africa. 3. 
I That they are remnants of the in- 
“ habitants of the lost Atlantic con- 
tinent. 4. That they are an indige- 
nous race. The name “Basque” is 
considered to be a form of Vasco, 
an inhabitant of Vasconia or Gas- 
cony; according to one authority 
some of the Basques derive it from 
"Bayascogara,” meaning “We are 
enough,” a reference to their ex- 
treme conservatism and independ- 
ence.

San Fernando, 1797; San Miguel, 
1797; San Juan Bautista, 1797; Sr.n 
Jose, 1797; San Luis Rey, 1798; San- 
ta Ynes, 1804; San Rafael, 1817, and 
San Francisco Solano, 1823. 


Discovery of Silk 

Silk was discovered so long ago 
that there is no trustworthy history 
of the event. It was not well known 
to the classical Europeans, but it 
was introduced into Europe from 
Asia within their times, probably 
not long before the Christian era. 
Silk worms were not cultivated in 
Europe until the Sixth century A. D. 
In China, where undoubtedly silk 
culture began, it is of the highest 
antiquity, and according to Chinese 
tradition, was first begun by Siting, 
the wife of tlie Emperor Hoangti, 
B. C. 2600.

Turtle Market, Ancient 

Industry in New Orleans 

Probably one of the most curious 
sights in New Orleans, La., is the 
turtle shops in the Old French mar- 
ket, notes a New Orleans United 
Press correspondent in the Chicago 
Daily News. 

Every night, approximately 1,000 
pounds of snapping turtles are 
thrown upon the chopping block to 
be cut and sold for making stew 
or soup. This scene has been go- 
ing on since the market was es- 
tablished nearly 100 years ago. 

The turtles, of two distinct va- 
rieties, the Cowan and the Logger- 
head, are caught in fresh water 
marshes north of Baton Rouge. 

Fishermen patiently wade through 
marshes and wherever they see 
bubbles coming to the surface, they 
probe with long rods until they hook 
the struggling turtle. Some of them 
weigh as much as 300 pounds. Then 
begins the job of pulling them out 
of their holes of the mud where 
they have burrowed. 

Once they are caught, most of 
the turtles are penned, frequently 
on shallow barges filled with water 
and mud. In this way they are 
kept alive until they can be deliv- 
ered to the market in the winter, 
when prices are nearly double what 
they are in summer. 

It is just a short journey for the 
turtle from life in the swamps to 
the stew pots of New Orleans.

I.eap Years 

A year is not an arbitrary period 
of time, but the approximate time 
required for the earth to make one 
circuit of its orbit around the sun. 
The time actually required for this 
circuit is not 365 days, but 305 days 
5 hours 48 minutes and 4G seconds. 
By adding a day every fourth year 
we take care of these excess hours, 
states a writer in the Cleveland 
Plain Denier. But in the course of 
a century we have added almost a 
day too much. The years divisible 
by 100 are therefore not leap years, 
except when they are divisible by 
4(Jo. Thus 1900 was not n leap year 
but 2000 will be. All this is in ac- 
cordance with the calendar ar- 
rangement worked out by astron- 
omers under the patronage of Pope 
Gregory XIII about 1582. 


Travel to Egypt Began 

About the Year 900 B. C. 

Commercially Inspired tributes to 
Egypt indited by travel writers 
seem fulsome and weak when com- 
pared with the comments of Herod- 
otus, who traveled through that 
land some 2,800 years ago, accord- 
ing to an authority. His plain state- 
ments were more forceful than any 
subtle use of adjectives. 

“Of Egypt I shall make my re- 
port at length,” his discourse be- 
gins, "because it has wonders more 
in number than any other land, and 
works too it has to show as much 
as any land, which are beyond ex- 
pression great.” Eminently a man 
of the world, the most widely trav- 
eled of his age, Herodotus never- 
theless could not contain his aston- 
ishment at mrny of the sights in 
Egypt. 

He called the Nile “unlike any 
other river.” He evinced great re- 
spect for the mental attainments of 
the Egyptians— “the most learned 
in the history by far of all those 
of whom I have had experience.” 
But it was on the subject of Egypt’s 
renowned climate that the Greek 
philosopher-historian showed him- 
self at his best. “The Egyptians,” 
he wrote, “are the most healthy of 
all men next after the Libyans, 
in my opinion on account of the 
seasons, because the seasons do not 
change.” That single sentence con- 
tains the gist of many dissertations 
on the healthfulness of Egypt’s un- 
failing sunshine. 


Bond Street of London 

Named After Speculator 

During the Seventeenth, and Eight- 
eenth and the first half of the 
Nineteenth centuries the Bond street 
of New York and the Bond street of 
London had a similar aspect — both 
were lined with the residences of 
the well-to-do. Here those of bank- 
ers and merchants, there the homes 
of the landed nobility. Later in both 
streets merchandising prevailed. 

The origin of the New York name 
is obvious; that of the London street 
came from Sir Thomas Bond, 
a Seventeenth century courtier at- 
tached to Queen Henrietta Maria, 
who was always persona grata at 
the Court of Whitehall in the reign 
of Charles II, to whom she is said 
to have advanced large sums of 
money. 

According to Arthur Dasent, writ- 
ing in the Daily Telegraph of Lon- 
don, toward the end of Charles’ 
reign Sir Thomas began to specu- 
late in London real estate, particu- 
larly in the West End, in the Parish 
of St. Martin-in-the Field. His first 
transaction as recorded in the local 
Rate Book was when he acquired 
in 1683 Claredon House in Piccadily 
from General Monk’s son, the sec- 
ond Duke of Albermarle, pulled it 
down and laid out both Albermarle 
and Bond streets through the prop- 
erty before he rebuilt. 


Palestine Memorials 

Palestine is rich in Crusader 
memorials. Even the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre is said to represent 
Crusader’s work, for the south fa- 
cade and many parts of the sa- 
cred building, particularly the bell 
tower, were built by them during 
their occupation of the city. Both 
at Ramleh and Lydda, two impor- 
tant towns on the road between 
Jerusalem and Jaffa, may be seen 
churches built by the Crusaders. 
Near Arsuf there are the remains 
of an old castle which was occu- 
pied by Richard Coeur-de-Lion, 
King of England. Many of the 
castles and fortresses remain as 
6afe and sound as they were when 
armies of Western Europe, led by 
pious knights, invaded Syria and 
Palestine from 1093 to 1291, and 
waged their holy wars. These "Sol- 
diers of the Cross” left their mark 
in Palestine in the names of Bel- 
fort, Belvoir, Mirabel, Blanche- 
garde or Singil (St. Giles.) 


Frost Smoke 

Frost smoke is a fog which rises 
In wreaths from open water which 
is relatively warm compared to the 
overlying cold air. This fog usually 
consists of ice crystals (snow). Frost 
smoke forms more readily in very 
cold weather when the wind is calm 
or very light, and when the differ- 
ence between the temperatures of 
the water and the air is large. The 
fog slowly drifts away from the 
open water over adjacent ice and 
gradually deposits a slight covering 
of snow on the ice. 


Discovery of Hot Springs 

Pioneer trappers who first pene- 
trated Arkansas found a series of 
mineral springs at what is now Hot 
Springs. They bathed in the waters 
and praised their medicinal value. 
Soon their fame reached the ears of 
President Jefferson, who sent Lewis 
and Clark to investigate. Another 
famous series of hot springs is at 
Rotorua, New Zealand. The springs 
cover an area of 660 square miles 
and vary in temperature from 60 
degrees to the boiling point. 


Caviar Roe of Sturgeon 

Caviar is the roe of the sturgeon. 
The fish has a long snout with 
which it roots in the mud for worms. 
It is notable for its bony armor. 
It ascends rivers to lay its eggs 
and seems to prefer the Volga, in 
Russia. The eggs are guthered up 
and shipped to all parts of the 
world. During the reign of Eng- 
land's Edward II the sturgeon was 
rieriprcd u royal fish and has so re- 
mained.

“Pieces of Eight’’ Known 

in Time of Shakespeare 

The Spanish peso or eight reals 
of the Seventeenth and Eighteenth 
centuries circulated throughout the 
American continent and was known 
as the "piece of eight.” This name, 
relates a writer in the Detroit News, 
is found in English literature as 
early as Shakespeare's time. The 
coin was worth approximately as 
much as our dollar. Because of its 
design, it is sometimes known as 
the “pillar dollar,” and it has been 
supposed by some that these “pil- 
lars of Hercules” with the ribbon 
about them gave rise to the dollar 
sign. Webster’s dictionary, howev- 
er, shows that this was originally 
a modification of “Ps,” Mexican ab- 
breviation of “pesos” or “pias- 
tres.” The ”s” was at first placed 
above and to the right of the “P” 
but later was lowered and twined 
around that letter. Early manu- 
scripts have shown the sign to be 
the result of evolution, independent- 
ly in different places. It was writ- 
ten after the numeral in Spanish 
America, but before the numeral, 
like the pound sign, by tho English 
colonists, and was widely used be- 
fore the adoption of the United 
States dollar in 1785. It is employed 
also for the dollar in Canada, West 
Indies, Hong Kong and Straits Set- 
tlements; for the peso in Argen- 
tine, Chile, Mexico, Colombia, Par- 
aguay, Uruguay; for the milreis 
in Brazil; for the escudo in Portu- 
gal; for the lempira in Honduras.

Teeth Only Remains of 

Shark That Once Ruled 

Sharks' teeth, some as large as 
a man’s hand, are the only known 
remains of giant sharks that ruled 
the seas millions of years ago. 
Great numbers of these fossils are 
found in sandy deposits along the 
Atlantic coast and in the Pacific 
ocean. 

The shores and steep cliffs yield 
these shftrp, fiat, age-blackened fos- 
sils, writes Bernard Kohn in the 
| Washington Star. Some are worn 
smooth by the elements and others 
have jagged edges. 

The prehistoric teeth are found as 
far inland as Washington, D. C., 
while tons of them have been hauled 
from Wilmington, Del., and ground 
into fertilizer. 

Scientists estimate the ancient 
sharks attained a length of 80 feet. 
Their jaws were 6 feet across, with 
several rows of upper and lower 
teeth. 

Although sharks are big and pow- 
erful, they leave behind little evi- 
dence of their existence. After 
death their cartilage framework 
soon disappears. 


The “Grandfather” Clause 

According to the Fifteenth 
amendment to the Constitution, 
“the right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied 
or abridged by tlie United States 
nor by any state on account of race, 
color or previous condition of servi- 
tude.” The amendment became ef- 
fective in 1870, and within a few 
years some of the Southern states 
began seeking ways to keep their 
negro population from voting. Con- 
stitutions were amended to provide 
property and educational qualifica- 
tions for voters. This excluded the 
negro vote but also prevented many 
white men from voting. So it was 
provided in the constitutions of sev- 
eral of the states that no citizen 
should be excluded from voting if 
his grandfather had been a voter, 
if his male progenitor in a direct 
line was a voter in the year 1887, 
or some similar exempting clause.

Famous Shipmast Locust 

Was Named by a Mariner 


It was Capt. John Sands, settler 
of Sand's Point, L. I., who first rec- 
ognized the virtues of shipmast lo- 
cust, according to a Long Island tra- 
dition. Shipmast locust is a favored 
farm tree used for fencing. Demast- 
ed off Virginia by a storm in 1700, 
the story goes, he sent his sailors 
ashore to find suitable trees for an I 
emergency rigging until port could 
be reached. They brought back tall, 
straight-grained boles of what j 
seemed to be black locust, but ! 
which differed in that the trees pro- 
duced no seed and grew taller with 
fewer low branches and a darker 
heartwood. Strangely, search in 
Virginia failed to discover any na- 
tive plantations of shipmast locust, 
and the tradition cannot be con- 
firmed. In fact, none has been ob- 
served south of Philadelphia. 

Its seedless characteristic is the 
reason why shipmast locust has 
been so limited in its spread. Com- 
mon black locust, a prolific produc- 
er of seed, spreads rapidly without 
the help of man. But only by la- 
borious grubbing can the necessary 
root cuttings be gathered to propa- | 
gate the shipmast locust vegetative- ; 
ly. Such was the method tradition- 
ally used by Captain Sands in trans- 
planting the species to his native 
Long Island. There and up the Hud- 
son valley and in North Jersey, usu- 
ally on old estates, the main stands 
of shipmast locust are found. Ship- 
mast root cuttings were carried by 
the Quakers to their settlements 
around Moorestown. Mercerville 
and Shrewsbury, N. J., Pawling, N. 
Y., and Sagamore and Sandwich, 
Mass., thus accounting for other old 
groves there.

MAY. S. CARVER 


First Zoo, in China, Was 

Operated About 1100 B. C. 

Caged animals have always fas- 
cinated man. It’s probable that 
even primitive man had menageries 
of a sort. Tlte first recorded zoo, 
however, was in China, advises a 
writer in the Washington Post. 

Set up about 1100 B. C., it was 
named “Intelligence Park.” Ancient 
Chinese scientists thus learned zo- 
ology. 

Even before that, the idea of col- 
lecting animals had taken root. The 
easiest way to win the favor of an 
ancient ruler was to present him 
with a wild beast. 

From China we jump a long way 
to the next organized zoos. Although 
Romans kept lions, they weren’t for 
everybody’s amusement, as many 
an unfortunate captive discovered 
before being fed to the beasts. 

It was in the Middle ages that 
zoos, as we know them, began. Hen- 
ry I of England probably had the 
first zoo of note, in the Twelfth cen- 
tury. Years later, France’s Philip 
IV followed his example. 

On this side of the water zoos 
started at about the same time. 
Spanish conquerors in Mexico found 
that Aztec rulers had had menag- 
eries. 

We switch back to Europe for 
what is usually conceded to be the 
oldest zoo still attracting crowds. 


Foreign Titles 

The Constitution of the United 
States does not forbid American cit- 
izens to take titles or honors from 
foreign governments despite an agi- 
tation in the early part of the last 
century to put one there. Congress 
in 1810 submitted to the states a 
proposed amendment which would 
have forfeited the American citizen- 
ship of any person “who shall ac- 
cept, claim, receive or retain any 
title of nobility or honor, or shall, 
without the consent of Congress, ac- 
cept and retain any present, pen- 
sion, office or emolument of any 
kind whatever, from any emperor, 
king, prince or foreign power.” The 
amendment could not muster suffi- 
cient ratifications among the states, 
and after 1814 expired without fur- 
ther attention.

Use Snuff to Keep Optic 

Nerves at Full Strength 

Habitual snuffers are said to b« 
immune from colds, asthma, haj 
fever, and consumption. But Hat 
ton Garden, London, world-famed 
“street of gems," likes its snuff foi 
another reason, according to a writ 
er in London Tit-Bits Magazine 
Here those engaged in delicats 
work on precious stones avow that 
the daily pinch keeps their optic 
nervts at full strength. Without it, 
many would in time be beaten bj 
their eye-exacting jobs. 

Other inveterate modern snuff 
takers are clergymen, politicians, 
and lecturers, all of whom declan 
that the time-honored pinch clears 
their brains besides soothing th« 
larynx. 

One reverend client of a Kendal 
snuff mill asserted that in 35 years 
he had sniffed over 2% cwt. of the 
firm’s product. Here, snuff is 
ground by old machines, installed 
in 1792, and modern invention can- 
not improve upon them. Formerly, 
it was marketed in cows’ and pigs’ 
bladders bought off an adjoining 
slaughterhouse. Each held an av- 
erage of 20 pounds, worth about 73s. 
at that time. 

North-country folk, Scots includ- 
ed, vote for dark snuffs; Southern- 
ers pin their faith to a light, finely- 
gound variety; and Lascars, whose 
addiction to snuff is of vice-like in- 
tensity, swear by their own special 
brand and prefer, like true connois- 
seurs, to take it with a small spoon 
rather than with their fingers. 


Sir Christopher Wren 
Sir Christopher Wren, English 
architect, was born at East Knoyle, 
Wiltshire, in 1632. He was graduat- 
ted at Oxford and became professor 
of astronomy in 1680. As a mathe- 
matician and scientist, he was en- 
gaged in 1663 by the dean of St. 
Paul’s to moke a survey of the 
cathedral with a view to certain 
projected repairs. While thus em- 
ployed he became deeply interested 
in architecture and began its study. 
In 1667 St. Paul’s was totally de- 
stroyed in the great lire and Wren 
became the architect of the new 
cathedral, his masterpiece. He died 
in 1723.

Name of Lake Is Longest 

in the English Language 

Lake Chargoggagoggmonchaugga- 
goggehaubunagungamaug is a beau- 
tiful body of water lying within the 
limits of Webster, Mass., and near 
the Connecticut line. It has an area 
of about two miles and is noted 
chiefly for its unusual name, which 
is believed to be a combination of 
the names of three Algonquin Indian 
villages which once stood on the 
shores of the lake, with a termina- 
tion meaning, “fishing place at the 
boundary” thrown in for good meas- 
ure. 

The lake has three divisions, notes 
a writer in the Indianapolis News — 
upper, middle and lower, and ac- 
cording, to a popular story two In- 
dian tribes living on opposite ends 
of the lake had a long dispute as to 
which tribe had the right to fish 
in the middle section. Finally they 
framed a treaty providing that each 
tribe had exclusive rights in its own 
end of the lake, but neither had the 
right to fish in the middle, and 
they applied to the lake a name 
made up from the terms of the 
treaty and meaning; “You fish on 
your side; we fish on our side; no- 
body fish in the middle.” 

The word is pronounced “char- 
gogg - a - gogg - mon - chowg - ga - 
gogg - chow - bun - a - gung - a- 
mogg,” accent on the 1, 2, 4, 6, 8, 9 
and 12 syllables. On many maps 
and in many reference works the 
lake is labeled “Chaubunagunga- 
maug,’ 1 which is a contraction of 
the longer name. The average na- 
tive of the region is satisfied to call 
it simply Lake Chaug. 

In 1932 a committee appointed 
by the commonwealth government 
to determine the correct spelling 
of the names of cities, towns, lakes 
and rivers in Massachusetts decided 
that “Chargoggagoggmonchauggag- 
oggehaubunagungamaug” is the cor- 
rect spelling of the lake. Formerly 
the name was also often written 
“Charagungamaugg.”

Gates Fort, Bermuda, Is 

Named for Old Virginian 

Ancient Gates fort, which is a 
mile and a half from St. George, 
Bermuda, and which antedates the 
landing of the Pilgrim Fathers by 
a decade, is the site of this ruined 
fortification, built by Sir Thomas 
Gates, governor of Virginia, shortly 
after he was shipwrecked there in 
1609, and while his famous vessel 
Deliverance was being constructed 
to carry colonists on to their origi- 
nal destination, Jamestown. 

Excavations made by members of 
the St. George Historical society, 
writes a St. George, Bermuda, cor- 
respondent in the Detroit Free 
Press, disclosed the original plan of 
the fort which had been buried with 
solidified sand. Embrasures were 
restored, old guns re-mounted in 
positions from which their gaunt 
muzzles spelled authority to invad- 
ing Spaniards, French, Dutch and 
Portuguese, and later to blockade 
runners and ships from the North 
and South which used Bermuda as 
a base for supplies during the Civil 
war. 

St. George itself is the oldest Eng- 
lish settlement on this side of the 
Atlantic.

Auto Crash Fatal 
to Newton Ctr. Man 

Paul Paresky, 39. of 527 Common- 
wealth ave, Newton Centre, was fatal- 
ly injured at 5:45 p. m. last Friday 
when the car he was driving hit a pole 
on Beacon st.. Newton Centre, near 
Glen ave. Riding with Paresky on the 
front seat of the automobile were his 
wife, Della Paresky. 31: his daughter. 
Lorraine. 6. and his baby. Joan. 8 
months old. The baby received a 
probable fracture of the skull and her 
name was placed on the danger list 
at the Newton Hospital. Paresky re- 
ceived a broken neck and crushed 
chest and died at the Newton Hospital 
at 6:45 Friday evening. Mrs. Paresky 
and Lorraine were slightly injured. 

Following the accident Mr. and 
Mrs. Paresky and the two children 
went into the residence of Francis 
Fish. 618 Beacon st.. until the police 
ambulance arrived. When the ambu- 
lance came. Paresky started to walk 
out of the house without assistance, 
but he collapsed before he reached 
the ambulance. His condition seemed 
to improve on the journey to the hos- 
pital and he told Patrolman Corcoran, 
who was riding in the ambulance, that 
he lost control of the car when another 
automobile cut in front of him. causing 
him to swerve sharply. He said he was 
driving only between 15 and 20 miles 
per hour. Paresky was able to walk 
from the ambulance into the hospital, 
the seriousness of his injuries not be- 
ing known until he was examined. He 
died less than 45 minutes after reach- 
ing the hospital. There were articles 
of furniture in the rear of the oar. and 
some of them were pushed forward 
against Paresky when the crash oc- 
curred His death was the tenth 
fatality in Newton so far this year, 
caused by automobile accidents.

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A WISE RESTRICTION 

The city council of the neighboring community of Waltham 
has recently discussed the adoption of an ordinance which 
should meet with hearty approval. The ordinance would 
forbid ride-beggars from standing in the street for the pur- 
pose of thumbing rides. It would require them to practice 
their art from the sidewalks. As there is no law in Massa- 
chusetts forbidding hitch-hiking the proposed ordinance is as 
far as any local government authority may go in limiting the 
evil. If such a restriction has the approval of the Highway 
Commission it can legally be enforced. When such approval 
is obtained the ordinance will in all probability be passed. 
Such a restriction shows an appreciation of the dangers to 
motorists and to hitch-hikers themselves. It is a proposal 
that would work well in Newton as well as in Waltham 
and should receive consideration from the city fathers in their 
efforts to make Newton a safer city. 


OLD BOSTON CHANGES 

The continual change of life brings with it a constant 
change in the characteristics of our cities. Many buildings 
in old Boston are being demolished. Modern methods of 
business have caused many old buildings to become tenantless 
and a burden upon their owners instead of producing revenue 
more than enough to meet a heavy tax burden.

Clinton Ferguson of Wuhan, 19-yenr- 
old Tabor Academy athlete and nation- 
al amateur outboard motorboat chain- 
pion. drove to two new world’s records 
Saturday and Sunday in tho annual 
summer regatta on th Charles ltiver 
lmsin course. The regatta, jointly 
sponsored by the Boston Hearst news- 
papers and the Central New England 
Regatta Association, was tho largest 
staged in three years in Ibis country, 
having a total of 2Ss starters in 24 
heats. 

Ferguson's keen rivalry with Gar 
Wood, Jr., for tho amateur leadership 
was the most exciting single aspect of 
tho meeting which thrilled more than 
a hundred thousand spectators 111 the 
two days of noisy racing. Wood, son 
of the famous engineer of Algonac, 
Mich., got better than an even break 
when Ferguson’s Class A motor, re- 
puted the fastest 15-horsepower outfit 
in the country, balked at the start of 
Saturday’s races, and Clinton went to 
the start with a substitute motor, tak- 
ing second to Wood in both 5-mile 
heats. 

In Class C, Doug Fomla, high point 
amateur of 1937, tied with Ferguson 
at 700 points each, as each driver won 
one heat. Fonda led Ferguson in the 
first heat, but Clint came back to set 
a new world's record of 52.264 MPH 
for the second five-mile heat. 

In the Sunday races. Gar Wood, Jr., 
and Clint Ferguson clashed in the 
Class B races. Wood broke Ferguson's 
world’s record in this class in tho 
first hent, but the Watmn sportsman 
roared home with a fifty-yard lead in 
the second heat, breaking Wood’s new 
record with a speed of 47.481 MPH. 
Only hard luck kept Ferguson from 
taking Class F honors. After a lino 
start in the race for heavy motors. 
Clint’s bout stalled on tho first lap, and 
he was lucky to get it started again 
and finished fifth. In the second heat ho 
led all tho way, leading home James 
Mullen of Richmond, Va„ national in- 
tercollegiate champion, whose world's 
record for Class C Clinton had broken 
Saturday. His average was 51.263 
MPH. Mullen’s time in the first heat 
was 52.356, made with a Class C out- 
fit, which would have been a record if 
the race had been for Class £ boats. 
Ferguson’s point total for tho regatta 
was 2527 to 2307 for Gar Wood. Jr., 
and he was awarded Class B and C 
first prizes over Wood and Fonda be- 
cause his elapsed time for the heats 
was better in each class. Ferguson 
now holds Class A, B and C live-mile 
records, and the mile trial record for 
Class A as well. He is the one amateur 
in outboard racing whose boats bear 
the letters U S, symbols of national 
championship. He will compete in the 
nationals at Chicago, August 21 and 22. 


NEWTON WOMAN BREAKS 
TWO COURSE RECORDS 

Mrs. Warren Beard, former Newton 
high school girl, broke the women’s 
records ut two golf courses last week. 
Playing her home course, Trapelo, 
with her husband last Wednesday, 
Mrs. Beard shot a 74, four over men’s 
par and two under the previous best 
woman’s score. In a team match at 
Charles River C. C. two days later, she 
shot a 75, setting a new record.

Sagacious business men predict that 
the coming winter will see more suf- 
fering than for a long time. Tho busi- 
ness depression has continued so long, 
and the prospect for resumption is 
so poor, that large numbers of people 
will he thrown wholly or partially out 
of work. 


The 3.10 p. m„ train from Boston 
on Tuesday brought out members of 
the garden committee of tho Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural Society and 
others, who camo by Invitation of tho 
Trustees and Superintendent of the 
Newton Cemetery to view the tine 
grounds of this beautiful resting place 
of the dead. At tho Newtonville sta- 
tion they wore met by Supt.

C. W. Ross, Messrs. Stiles, 
Frost, E. W. Wood and M. T. Hey- 
wood, with carriages, who took the 
party to tho cemetery. At the ceme- 
tery tho party was joined by Mayor 
Hyde and Marshall Rice, former town 
clerk.

Powers’ Paragraphs 
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The very hot, humid weather of the 
past several weeks brought wittingly 
to tho attention of residents of tho 
Newtons who commute on the Boston 
& Albany railroad tho fact that tills 
transportation compuny has not kept 
pace with modern Improvements In 
sorry contrast to tho Now Haven Rail- 
road, and most other railroads, the 
Boston & Albnny has not provided 
modern, air-conditioned coaches for its 
passengers, and even tlie short ride 
from Boston to this city is something 
to be dreaded during such weather us 
we lmvo been getting the past month 
and more. 

Information was published the other 
day that tho New Haven railroad is 
receiving deliveries of 75 new, stream- 
lined, air-conditioned coaches. When 
these will all have been received, tho 
New Haven road will have 145 such 
cars. 

But, tho B. & A. continues to operate 
its “Turklsh-bath” coaches. Years ago 
the Boston & Albany possessed far 
superior equipment to tho other rail- 
roads running out of Boston, lmt, to- 
day, conditions are quite different. It 
might be a good idea for the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen to suggest to 
officials of the Boston & Albany that 
this railroad purchase some comfort- 
able coaches for Its patrons.

Some learned commentators whose 
views on current events are published 
by leading newspapers of this coun- 
try have been quito critical of the 
“Wages and Hours” bill on which Con- 
gress recently took action. For in- 
stance — -Walter Lippmnn asserts that 
the bill "is an adoption of tho princi- 
ple that the richer regions of the 
country may use tho Federal Power 
against the rising industrialism of the 
poorer regions of the country; — and 
this thing is fundamentally an inter- 
nal tariff law — to obstruct competi- 
tion from the new industrial South.”

Lippman argues that "the ronlly im- 
poverished labor of the South is just 
there on tho marginal lands, and in 
local jobs — entirely beyond tho reach 
of tills new Federnl Board.” He snyB 
"It will ho the Irony of ironies if tho 
Democratic party now adds to the 
tariff which discriminates so hoavlly 
against Southern agriculture, an in- 
ternal tariff, disguised as a law against 
sweating." 

Lippman also criticised Senator 
Lodge because of the latter’s support 
of the wages and hours bill. He quotes 
Lodge as saying — “If enforced it will 
stop once and for all tho flight of in- 
dustries from Massachusetts to other 
sections where sweatshop standards 
prevail.” Lippman commented — “Wlint 
is this but the classic Republican ar- 
gument for the protective tariff? Have 
we not been told for generations that 
the purpose of the tariff was to pro- 
tect the American working-man 
against the pauper labor of Europe? 
And now having excluded tho goods 
of Europe, Mr. Lodge and his fellow 
protectionists are moving on to con- 
quer new worlds. They are going to 
protect Massachusetts against the 
South. And before they have fin- 
ished. Senator Lodge will be in favor 
of building a Chinese Wall around the 
Back Bay to protect it against the 
competition of South Boston." 

Mr. Lippman used to be regarded 
ns n liberal, a progressive. But, for 
sometime past, many liberals and pro- 
gressives have become more and more 
of the opinion that Mr. Lippman is a 
propagandist for reactionaries. He 
admits that the working people of the 
South are really impoverished, but, 
he objects to a law which will give 
them decent wages. A law which will 
prevent either the ultimate dragging 
down of Northern labor to the im- 
poverished condition of the South, or 
the placing on permanent welfare of 
hundreds of thousands of persons in 
Northern textile communities, 

Lippmnn states that the Republi- 
cans have excluded goods made by 
pauper labor in Europe. The fact is 
— that during the past few years there 
has been a tremendous Increase in 
tho amount of goods imported Into 
this country, including textiles and 
shoes, made by pauper labor in Czecho- 
slovakia, Japan and other countries, 
and this influx of cheap, foreign manu- 
factured merchandise is constantly on 
the increase. A few more articles of 
this kind by Mr. Lippman, and even 
persons of dull perception will realize 
that this distinguished commentator 
has views which certainly do not seem 
favorable to the welfare of the masses. 
At least the masses of New England 
who have been accustomed to an in- 
creasingly better standard of living 
for the past generation.

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Police Pistol 
Champs To Enter 
National Matches 


Dalton and McGrath Leave for 
Camp Perry 


Patrolmen David T. Dalton and John 
J. McOrnth, New England champion 
two-man revolver tonm, will compete 
in the national matches nt Camp 
Perry, Ohio, next week. The two 
Newton police officers recently won 
the trophy known as the Commis- 
sioner Kirk clip as the best two-man 
team In the New England Police Re- 
volver I.eague at matches held 111 
Wakofleld. A special meeting of the 
Hoard of Aldermen was called by May- 
or Childs on Wednesday evening to 
provide funds for the expenses of the 
two officers nt the matches and at the 
National Police School which conducts 
a rigid course In police tactics dur- 
ing the week preceding the matches. 

Because the pair leave today In 
order to begin the police school course 
which opens on Monday and continues 
for p week the matter of appropriat- 
ing tho estimated expenso of $350 
could not wait until tho rogulnr meet- 
ing of the Board next Monday eve- 
ning. Dalton and McOrnth will be 
accompanied on tho trip by Richard 
I. Dwyer, conch of the Newton police 
revolver team, who has been attend- 
ing the nntiopnl matches almost an- 
nually for several years. Mr. Dwyer 
will pny his own expenses. 

Following tho week's course In police 
tactics there will ho two weeks of 
rifle and pistol matches in which about 
4500 persons from the United States 
and Canada will participate. The ses- 
sion is sponsored by the National Com- 
mittee for the Promotion of Civilian 
Marksmanship. The use of gas, ma- 
chine guns, and other weapons will 
be taught nt tho school and a minia- 
ture city will be set up for the purpose 
of holding practical demonstrations. 
Cnmp Perry js located on Lnko Erie, 
a few miles from Port Clinton, Ohio. 
In the pistol matches in which they 
nre to bo entered Dalton and Mc- 
Ornth will compete against about 200 
police marksmen from various parts of 
this country and Canada. 

The Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts} will send four teams to com- 
pete in the rifle matches. These 
teams will consist of two civilians 
and two National Guard groups. The 
Navy, Army, Coast Guard and Marinos 
will also bo represented In tho matches. 


Empty Canoe 
Provides Police 
With Mystery 

An abandoned canoo, found Monday 
by Newton police, near tho Kenrlck 
bridge nt Nalianton street, between 
Newton and Needham, provided the 
police with a mystery that as yet re- 
mains unsolved. Investigation re 
vealed the canoo had beon rented 
Sunday night by a young couple from 
a Dedham boathouse. The man and 
woman left three dollars as a deposit 
on the craft but did not leave their 
names. George Lent, proprietor of 
the canoe livery, described them both 
as about thirty years old. 

The unoccupied canoo was found 
floating In an upright position by Pa- 
trolmen Harold C. Hoyt and Timothy 
lUley while patroling Nalianton street 
leading to tho bridge. The paddles 
were gone, although several cushions 
gave evidence that the canoe had not 
been upset, discounting possible ex- 
planation of an accident. Police also’ 
considered the possibility of a suicide 
pact, but tho absence of the paddles 
and the failure to unearth any clues 
between the boathouse and tho bridge 
after searching the river banks made 
such a solution improbable. The pos- 
sibility rema'lned that the couple had 
gone ashore but In this connection the 
absence of the paddles proved baffling. 


Striking Icemen 
Out Only 1 Day 


Truck drivers and other employees 
of tho Metropolitan Ice Company who 
wont out at tho Watertown plant on 
August 11, returned to work last 
Thursday under agreement to have 
their differences with the company 
settled by arbitration. In addition 
to tho employees at the Watertown 
plant, those at the Cambridge and 
Somerville plants also struck. Ac 
ording to the company the strikers 
demanded that only members of a rc 
cently formed union lie hired. Tli 
strikers claimed that the company had 
nlso refused to grant increases in 
wages and shorter hours. The wages 
bad beon increased sometime ago from 
$24 to $30 weekly. Tho strikers ask 
$36 for drivers and $32 for helpers 
They are now receiving $30 and $24. 


First Case 

Against Street 
Vendor — Fined $5 

The first prosecution under the so- 
called "street-vendors” ordinance 
which was passed by the Board of 
Aldermen about a year ago. occurred 
in the Newton Court on Wednesday. 
Fred E. Straut of Roslindale was the 
defendant on a charge of violating 
the ordinance which prohibits street 
vendors from remaining in one place 
moro than five minutes. Ho was fined 
$5- 

Patrolman D. T. Dalton, complain- 
ant In the case, testified that on five 
occasions he had timed tho defendant 
and found that he remained for periods 
of nt least half an hour selling Ills 
wares In front of tho Newton Hospital. 
The officer said the ho warned the 
man and on one occasion received tho 
reply that the vendor was "out to 
make a dollar."

The toads, whoso hab- 
itat Is usually considered In desert 
areas are rare In this part of the 
country and Mr. Coleman expects that 
a student or someone Interested in 
zoology will take them off his hands. 
He Is feeding them with grasshoppers 
and because he has heard many stories 
of the records made by toads in going 
without water he is giving them none. 

Mr. Coleman found tho first of the 
two reptiles in his garden on Satur- 
day. It was about five inches long 
anil covered with spikes and horns. 
On Sunday a neighbor. Mrs. George E. 
Rushforth of 143 ' Norwood avenue, 
icross the street from the Coleman 
house, found the second horned critter. 
It was about the snmo size but of 
slightly different color. Believing 
them to he of different sexes they 
were named Spike and Lizzie. They 
have about a dozen horns on their 
heads and their bodies nre covered 
with small spikes. White stripes run 
lown their hacks with dark spots 
along each side of the stripe, through 
the tip of a two-inch tail. In ap- 
pearance they resemble a cross be- 
tween a lizard and a tend.

Owner Agrees Waltham Boy 
To Exile Dog Arrested For 

From City House Burglary 


Another suspected case of Infantile 
paralysis, the second In Newton this 
year, was reported on Monday to the 
Health Department. Bernice Herbert, 
of 256 Austin street, Newtonville, 
now a patient at tho Boston City Hos- 
pital, became ill on August 12th. The 
attending physician. Dr. J. R. Barker, 
reported the case stating that it was 
non-paralytic. Further reports aro 
awaited before it will lie definitely di- 
agnosed ns anterior poliomyelitis. 

Tho first case of the year was re- 
ported In July and although recorded 
ns a suspected cn,so nt first It was later 
diagnosed as positive. 


Waban Dog Case Finally Is 
Settled 

Banishment from the city Is tho 
fate meted out to "Sir Peter,” English 
hull terrier, who has been the central 
figure in the dog case which has In- 
terested many Newton residents In 
recent weeks. This settlement of tho 
case was reached Wednesday morning 
between Lyndall F. Carter, 314 Wind- 
sor road, Waban. and his neighbor 
defendant, Lindley R. Sutton of 196 
Windsor road, before Judge W. Lloyd 
Allen. 

Sutton was in court on the charge of 
keeping a “barking, biting, or howling 
dog" on complaint of Cnrter who re- 
ported that ho was severely bitten 
about the hands and that his dog was 
lmdly injured by the hull terrier. He 
came to court Wednesday prepared 
to put many neighbors on tho stand to 
testify in his behalf concerning the 
alleged viciousness of “Sir Peter.” 

Following a conference at the bench 
with the two Waban residents and their 
attorneys Judge Allen arose and ad- 
dressed the spectators, asserting that 
he wished to explain the basis of the 
apparent settlement of the case for 
the benefit of those Interested. Citing 
the basis of the complaint Judge Allen 
said, "If the defendant Is found guilty 
tho limit of the penalty would be a 
$10 fine. There could not be an order 
to dispose of or restrain tho dog except 
tiint I might suspend t lie fine on con- 
dition that the dog Is disposed of. Tho 
defendant could violate that condition, 
pay the fine and the dog would be 
free. But there is another method 
of procedure. That is to have the 
chief of police rule that the dog is 
dangerous and n nuisance and order 
tile dog restrained or killed. In that 
ase the owner could within n period 
of ten days petition for a review and 
fter a hearing the court could con- 
firm the chief's order restraining the 
dog. and if not carried out, t lie police 
would have the right to shoot the dog. 
Mr. Sutton has agreed that before 
Monday he will take the dog out of 
Newton and hoard it. If that is done 
the ense Is ended. If not done Mr. 
Carter is to appear before the chief 
of police and ask for a restraining 
order. Such an order would give the 
court jurisdiction over the fate of 
the dog.” Judge Allen further stated 
that several Irish terriers owned by 
the Suttons are to remain, hut If they 
cause any trouble Carter has reserved 
the right to proceed against them 
also. The Judge ,uso expressed his 
appreciation of the spirit of co-opera- 
tion displayed by both parties In ef- 
fecting a settlement of the case. 

Another Crash 
On Turnpike at 
Chestnut Street 

The Chestnut street overpass at 
Newton Upper Falls was tho scone of 
another accident on the Worcester 
turnpike last Sunday afternoon In 
which four persons had a narrow es- 
cape from serious or fatal Injury. Tho 
automobile crashed through a fence, 
tore down a concrete post, and nar- 
rowly escaped plunging down the steep 
ombankment to the by-pass leading to 
Chestnut street. 

Benjamin Joseph, 40. of Leston 
street. Dorchester, driver of the car, 
told tlie police that he was traveling 
west on the turnpike about four o'clock 
when a bus cut in' front of him from 
tlie right to tho left lane, forcing him 
to drive off the road. The car swerv- 
ed to the right and tho concrete post 
lodged between the front wheels of the 
car in such a way as to prevent its 
catapulting down the embankment. 
An evergreen tree and twenty feet 
of wooden fence were torn down by the 


Returning to her home last Friday 
afternoon after a short absence and 
finding the house burglarized, Mrs. 
Joseph B. Hughes of 278 Cabot street, 
Newtonville, sought the assistance of 
police. Learning from the woman 
that a 15-ynar-old Waltham boy, who

At the Hughes homo entry was 
gained by the use of a key and it Is 
believed that the youth had learned 
where it was hidden. A strong box 
had been ripped open and looted of 
$32 in cash. The box was found In 
the cellar. A bank book and 30 shares 
of stock which were also In the box 
were found In an old refrigerator In 
the cellar. Patrolman William L. 
Whelan and Henry Boll, who were as- 
signed to tho case, notified the Wal- 
tham police and the youth was appre- 
hended in the evening by Patrolmen 
Frank Dacey and Edward McNeil of 
the Waltham force. The Newton of- 
ficers went to Waltham police head- 
quarters and questioned the boy. He 
told them he had traveled from his 
parents' summer home near Bath, 
Me., by bicycle and not only admitted 
the theft at the Hughes home, but said 
that he had been Involved in other 
burglaries in Wnltlmm and Concord 
with two other youths.

Missionary and Princeton In- 
structor; Known Here 

Two former Newton men aro re- 
ported as having been killed In China 
during the recent bombings In the 
Shanghai war area. Rev. Frank J. 
Rawlinson. missionary of the First 
Congregational Church of Newton Cen- 
tre, and representative of the Ameri- 
can Board of Foreign Missions In 
China, was killed on Saturday In 
Shanghai when a bomb dropped from 
a Chinese fighting plane demolished 
the f.utomobilf} in which he was riding 
on the line between the French Con- 
cession and the International Settle- 
ment The information was given by 
Rev. Wynn C. - Fairfield of Newton- 
ville. secretary of the American Board 
of Foreign Missions of 4 Beacon street, 
Boston. 

Dr Robert K. Reischauer died in 
the Shanghai County Hospital from 
wounds received during Saturday’s 
bombardment In front of the Palace 
Hotel at Shanghai. He was Injured 
while leading a tourist party In the 
vicinity of the Nanking road. 

Rev. Rawlinson spent three months 
of his furlough last fall at the Walter 
Missionary Home in Auburndale. He 
wa? a graduate of Bucknell University 
in Pennsylvania in 1899, received a 
degree in 19^2 from Rochester Theo- 
logical, an M. A. degree from Colum- 
bia University in 1917 and later an 
honorary D D. from the same college. 
He went to China as a representative 
of the Baptist Board in 1902 and twen- 
ty years later became affiliated with 
the American Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions. 

Rev. Rawlinson leaves his widow of 
Angola. Indiana, and two children, 
John and Jean in Shanghai and six 
other children in the United States; 
Gilbert and Frank of Webster Grove, 
Missouri; .Alfred of Atlanta, Ga. ; 
George of North Carolina: Mrs. Mar- 
jorie McKnight of South Carolina, and 
Ruth, a student at Oberltn College In 
Ohio. 

Dr Reischauer received his degree 
at Harvard University in 1935 and as 
a student there resided in Newton. He 
• as married to Jean Anderson of Clev- 
eland in Cambridge in 1931. He has 
been an instructor in Japanese at 
Princeton University since 1935, leav- 
ing there several months ago for a 
study tour of the Orient.

Stuart Taking 

Traffic Course 

Albert J. Stuart, master mechanic 
of tlie street department, has been 
taking a course lu traffic control be- 
ing conducted at Harvard University 
under the personal direction of Max- 
well P. Halsey, chief engineer of tho 
Bureau of Traffic Research of the Stato 
of New York. Tho course opened on 
Monday. Mr. Stuart was detailed to 
tako tho course by Street Commission- 
er Charles A. Mahoney, with the ap- 
proval of Mayor Childs. The course of 
training is open to officials of tho 
cities and towns in the Commonwealth 
and many nre taking advantage of tho 
opportunity to send representatives. 

Mr. Stuart, who hns been connected 
with tho street department in New- 
ton for twonty years, lias supervised 
the Installation of the traffic signal 
system with the co-operatton of tho 
Chief of Police and Street Commis- 
sioner. He is considered nn authority 
on parking and truffle problems. The 
first traffic survey ever held In Newton 
was conducted by him in 1928 and from 
these figures tho present system of 
through ways, one-way streets and 
traffic signs bus been developed. 


Landlords Warned 
Of Clever Thief 


Newton landlords were warned by 
tlie police this week to he watchful 
of a "rubber check" artist who has 
been successfully working a p'an to 
obtain money under false pretenses. 
According to a letter from Clarence 
W. Deultry, Watertown and Boston 
lawyer, who appealed to police to be 
on tho lookout for the thief, the man's 
method of operation chose landlords 
as his particular victims. He said the 
thief engages an apartment nnd tend- 
ers a check as a deposit for the rent. 
The check Is usually made out for 
twice the amount usually sought as a 
deposit and change In cash Is request- 
ed. In each case the check proves to 
be worthless. The "bad check" artist 
who hns boon operating In tho vicinity 
Is described as about 65 years old.

Conforming with a regulation adopt- 
ed by the Board of Aldermen last May 
parking signs in several locations near 
West Newton square have been erect- 
ed. establishing a one-hour parking 
limit. Through an oversight on tho 
part of traffic officials the new signs 
were not installed previously and fol- 
lowing their usual custom police do 
not enforce such regulations until 
the public Is warned of the regulation 
by the signs. 

The regulation established a one- 
hour parking limit between 7 a.m. and 
7 p.m. with the exception of Sundays 
and holidays at locations specified as 
on Watertown street from No. 9S3 to 
Washington street, north side and on 
Washington street from Davis Court 
to Cherry street, north side and from 
Chestnut street to Highland street, 
south side. 

One of the locations where the hour 
limit is now being enforced is in front 
of the police station and court house. 
It may well happen that a defendant in 
a court case, parking his car in front 
of the building and being detained 
more than an hour, may come out to 
find he has again become entangled 
in the nets of law.

The Roosevelt administration found it impossible to pack 
the Supreme Court by the method of changing the number of 
members sitting on that high bench. By reason of Senatorial 
courtesy, however, there are many indications that the ap- 
pointment of Senator Hugo L. Black to the vacancy on the 
Supreme Court bench was not as commendable as many New 
Dealers proclaim. The American people will not soon forget 
the furore created during the early months of this year against 
the proposal to increase the membership of that body. And 
the appointment of the Southern Senator may well become 
one of the issues of the 1938 Congressional and 1940 Presi- 
dential campaigns. It is not the fact that Senator Black rep- 
resents a southern state nor the fact that he may or may not 
be a member of that notorious clan that is of particular im- 
portance. Of greater significance is the possibility that his 
appointment to the position may well have been without the 
constitution because of his membership in the Senate when 
the emoluments of the members of the Court were increased. 
T» say nothing of the criticism which has been raised against 
his appointment on the basis of partisanship and attitude in 
the past. 


FIRST MISTAKE IN TWENTY-NINE YEARS 

Registrar of Motor Vehicles Frank A. Goodwin this week 
admitted that he had made his first mistake in twenty-nine 
years. The admission of a mistake to many people is an 
almost impossible acknowledgment and is similar to the case 
wfien an umpire in a baseball game “calls them wrong.’ 
Many fans know that the umpire is at error but they just have 
to sit and take it. Many motorists cannot agree with Registrar 
Goodwin that in the York Beach case he made his first mistake.

AUGUST DOG DAYS 


Dear Mr. Mayor: 

On Auk. Tt h through an open letter 
in these columns, I called your atten- 
tion to n recently bought one ton and 
one half truck converted Into an am- 
bulance for use In Newton. I stated 
that this vehicle was useless for the 
purpose for which It was intended. 

Tills statement was proved in no 
uncertain manner the day following 
my letter. 

A had accident occurred on Beacon 
street. Involving four persons, a man 
being fatally injured, a child seriously 
hurt and two women requiring at- 
tention. When our "Hlnck Marla” 
type truck-ambulance arrived on the 
scene the police had a difficult puzzle 
to solve, that being to get four per- 
sons quickly to the hospital In an 
ambulance equipped to carry one. The 
solution was to place the two women 
on the front seat, thereby breaking the 
law. placing the man on the crude 
canvas stretcher, and the child was 
taken care of by being held In the 
arms of a policeman, who rode on the 
"wee" seat In the rear. The man died 
less than an hour after reaching the 
hospital, making a total of ten fatal- 
ities in Newton thus far this year. 
The writer witnessed another acci- 
dent on Sunday night. Two people this 
time and the law was again broken 
as the injured one was put on the 
stretcher and his escort, a lady, was 
given the "luxurious" small seat on 
which to ride. The officer who should 
have been in the ambulance, ready to 
assist the patient was directed by a 
superior to the driver's seat. 

So. Mr. Mayor, the wealthy Garden 
City has a truck ambulance which Is | 
not properly equipped, has accommo - 1 
dations for one patient only, and if \ 
there are two or more a state law 
has to be broken In order that all may 
take a bumpy ride at one time to a 
hospital. 

Another purpose for which this 
truck ambulance has to be used is to 
convey sick unfortunates who are on 
welfare to hospitals, some of which 
are fifty miles distant. 

Mr. Mayor, In view of these facts 
and the obvious unsuitability of New- 
ton's only ambulance, you have chosen 
to ignore my first letter calling It to 
your attention. As a large tax payer 
owning a sizable business In Newton 
and a loyal supporter of most of your 
policies, I have a perfect right to re- 
ceive an explanation regarding costly 
mistakes on the part of some person 
or persons directly under your author- 
ity and answerable to you. The rights 
of citizens are surely not to be sup- 
j planted by what appears on the sur- ( 
face a Kaiser-like attitude of an "aux- 
iliary chief" of police, whose advice i 
is accepted, perhaps blindly, and who 
has your backing. 

Mr. Mayor, if this be true, and it is 
interfering with the intelligent run- 
ning of a department and incidentally 
with the rights of citizens, something 
drastic, should be done at once, in | 
order to clear up a situation which 
may steadily grow worse. 

When I wrote last, my advice was j 
for you to ride in our newly acquired J 
truck ambulance at ambulance speed 
over average Newton streets. My 
advice now Is for you to visit Wel- 
lesley, Watertown, Belmont and other 
nearby towns In order that you may 
see up-to-date, well-equipped, comfort- 
able-riding ambulances with accommo- 
dations for at least four patients and 
an attendant. I have inspected several 
and have found them to be most sat- 
isfactory. These towns do not have 
the miles of streets nor the number of 
fatalities as has Newton. 

Mr. Mayor, my Interest in this situa- j 
tion is most Intense and I am willing 
to debate the uselessness of Newton’s 
new truck ambulance at a public meet- 
ing. which I and many others feel 1 
should be called in its connection.

TAXES AND ASSESSING 

August 12, 1937. 


Dear Sir: 

Tho gentleman who In n recent Is- 
sue protested against tho Newton lax 
rate, Newton assessors and their val- 
uations has everybody's sympathy. 
Those of us who have not been able 
to secure enough income from prop- 
erty to pity the bills — not one cent 
for taxes — especially sympathize with 
him. 

Newton tnx rate is. however, near- 
ly the lowest of any city In Massa- 
chusetts. Some nearby cities are 50 
percent higher! 

Experience with nearby assessors 
and their methods has increased my re- 
spect lor the fairness and good judg- 
ment of our Newton assessors. Of 
course they are just as liable to er- 
ror as most of us are in our own 
Jobs. I have Been several hundred 
of their valuations and several Hun- 
dred assessments or valuations of 
other assessors. Nearby cities fre- 
quently assess properties at many 
times a fair value even in normal 
times. A recent sale of a property as- 
sessed at $73,000 brought 312,000. An- 
other home valued by a nearby as- 
sessing board for $90,000 sold for 
$11,000 after 2 years of Intensive sell- 
ing effort. 

In fairness t6 all assessors, every- 
where, It should be borne in mind that 
real estate recently reached the eco- 
nomic low of this particular depres- 
sion and that some types of real es- 
tate will, in the next few years, re- 
turn to former prices. 

Our comparative study and our ex- 
perience clearly indicate that Newton 
assessments are tho fairest in this 
part of the State. Two equal homes 
might well have n $300 tax bill in a 
nearby city and only $200 In Newton. 

Failure to secure fair assessments 
from nearby cities has forced us to 
file scores of applications for abate- 
ment with tho State Board of Tax 
Appeals. Not one involves a Newton 
property. 

Wo in Newton are fortunate In hav- 
ing an honest city government. We 
have a splendid group of city officials: 
sincere, polite, efficient. Deal with 
those of certain nearby cities for a 
little while and appreciate that New- 
ton has more than scenery and good 
schools and good police to recommend 
It.

Several boys were before Judge Slo- 
cum on Tuesday morning for stealing 
fruit. They were convicted and lined. 
Let this he a warning to those boys 
who think they have free access to 
their neighbors' orchards. 

The benefits of tiie Newton Library 
have now been extended to every vil- 
lage with one exception, so that the 
patrons can obtain books without Hie 
trouble of going to the main library. 


Hall’s automatic electric signal Is 
now In operation on the Boston & 
Albany railroad from Boston to Brigh- 
ton. 


Wednesday night a man attempted 
to cross the B. & A. railroad at the 
Newton depot just forward of an ap- 
proaching train. Ho barely escaped, 
the engine grazing him. Many peo- 
ple try to see how near they can 
come to danger. The best way is 
to always keep at a safe distance. 


Mr. Dupee’s horse got frightened Fri- 
day morning, threw out tile boy who 
was driving the market wagon, cleared 
himself from tho wagon, and ran do\Vn 
Centre st. with the broken shafts. Ho 
run Into a team standing by the side- 
walk and drove a shaft Into his breast.

■10 feet from tlio ground, and wns 
given by the company; citizens fur- 
nishing the polo.

25 YEARS AGO 


Newton Graphic, August 16, 1912 

Mayor Hatfield and the Selectmen 
of Watertown have come to an agree- 
ment relative to tho rebuilding of a 
bridge over Laundry Brook at Morse 
st. While tho bridge Is in Watertown, 
Newton wishes to dam the brook oc- 
casionally for skating purposes ut Boyd 
Pond park. Newton will replace tlio 
undermining, while Watertown will 
furnish the tipper part of the struc- 
ture. The Watertown officials will 
build the bridge of cement ut a cost 
of $1500. 


The assessors gave the taxpayers of 
tills city a welcome surprise lust Fri- 
day afternoon when they announced 
the tux rate for the yoar at $17.10; u 
decrease of 20c from that of lust year. 
Notwithstanding large Increases lit city 
appropriations und a decrease in uvull- 
able cash, tho rate was lowered be- 
cause of ail unusual uud abnormal In- 
crease in the valuations of personal 
property. 
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In the past four months two Newton 
residents have been killed by auto- 
mobiles near the “Y" at the junction 
of Charles River Parkway and Charles- 
hank rd., Newton. An old resident of 
Newton who lives on Clmrlesbnnk rd. 
state's that hi' frequently walks by this 
junction, and has to wait for minutes 
at a time to cross the parkway be- 
cause of the terrific speed at which 
automobiles are operated along it. He 
suggests that the Metropolitan police, 
who have control of this parkway, 
campaign against the speeding o.' this 
highway which is used by many pedes- 
trians. 


Section 161, Chapter 110 of the Gen- 
eral Laws of Massachusetts says — 
"The mayor of each city and the chair- 
man of the selectmen of each town 
shall annually, within 10 days after 
July 1, issue a warrant to one or moro 
polico officers or constables, who will 
hold office for one year, or until their 
successors are qualified, directing 
them forthwith to kill, or cause to be 
killed all dogs within such city or 
town which are not licensed and col- 
lared as required by this chapter, and 
to enter complaint against the own- 
ers or keepers thereof; and any per- 
son may, and every polico officer and 
constable shall, kill or cause to he 
killed all such dogs whenever or 
wherever found." 

For years this law has been con- 
sistently disregarded in Newton, with 
tho result that this city has a very 
unenviable record for biting, harking 
and trespassing dogs. In 1936 the 
number of persons reported to have 
been bitten by dogs iu Newton totalled 
188, according to tho nnnuul report of 
the Health Department. For the first 
seven months of this year 128 per- 
sons had been reported bitten. With- 
in the past few weeks the Superinten- 
dent of tho Newton Playgrounds was 
forced to call attention to dogs menac- 
ing children using tho playgrounds. 
Thousands of persons in Newton have 
boen bothered by dogs trespassing 
on their lawns and gardens. And no 
determined nction has been taken 
ngainst the dog nttlsanco by officials 
of the city. 

For years all policemen In Newton 
were designated as dog officers, and. 
with very few exceptions they did 
nothing to enforce the dog laws, ex- 
cept when some citizen made a com- 
plaint. Unlicensed dogs, and dogs 
without collars roamed the streets of 
Newton unmolested, and are still do- 
ing so. There are hundreds of such 
dogs unrestrained In the city today. 
A couple of years ago a newly ap- 
pointed employee of the city, whose 
principal work is custodian of a build- 
ing. was designated as dog officer. 
Apart from Ills regular duties, he 
works In conjunction with the city 
clerk In following up cases of unli- 
censed dogs listed by the police when 
they take the census. 

Wlmt Newton has needed for years, 
and noeds increasingly ns the city 
becomes more thickly popu'ated by 
people — and dogs, is a dog officer who 
will give all his time to this work, and 
who will round up all unlicensed and 
uncollared dogs In Newton. The other 
day two persons were bitten by dogs 
In this city. Neither dog wore a col- 
lar. the Identity of these dogs, nor 
their owners Is not known. There Is 
no way of ascertaining, whether, or 
not. these dogs had rabies. This Is 
a nice condition to be permitted to 
continue. Isn’t It? 


The controversy over the investiga- 
tion of the White Fund by the Boston 
Finance Commission has been receiv- 
ing much publicity in the Boston news- 
papers. Mayor Mansfleld says that 


the finance commission is a packed 
Jury. Unquestionably, most of tho 
members of the commission nro un- 
friendly to tho Mayor. Mr. Mansfield 
lms lmd an excellent record for integ- 
rity. But, he Is facing a difficult tusk 
in his endeavor to Justify tho expend- 
itures for work done by tlio Codman 
lllll Company on White Fund con- 
tracts, iu view of the alleged burning 
and theft of the books of this company. 

Whether one agrees, or disagrees, 
with Senator Lodge on Ills opposition 
to the confirmation of Judge Black, 
one must give Mr. Lodge credit for 
taking a stand on this important issue. 
He was not “unavoidably absent," as 
was his colleague from Massachusetts. 

The other clay we talked with a 
life-long resident of Newton, who In 
past years did considerable work in 
Ills line of business for the City of 
Newton. Now, he does comparatively 
little. Tills man Is n henvy taxpayer, 
and has always been fair to his em- 
ployees, giving them good wages and 
decent working conditions. In recent 
yeurs he was underbid on much work 
by competitors who are not residents 
or taxpayers of Newton, or who do 
not conform to the American standnrd 
of working hours and wages. The City 
of Newton prides Itself on giving Its 
employees good salaries und wages, 
and fair working hours and conditions. 
Is it consistent for tho city govern- 
ment (and department heads) to dis- 
regard these factors in the uwarding 
of contracts? 


We took a week-end trip, starting 
last Saturday afternoon, which wo 
can recommend, tq anyone desiring 
an attractive two-day tour. Our Itin- 
erary included the Worcester pike and 
Shrewsbury cut-off to Hartford, thenco 
via Bristol, Thomaaton and Bantam 
Lake to New Milford, Connecticut. 
We continued on through Sherman 
and Timber Lakes to Pawling, New 
York, where wo stopped for the night. 
In contrast to the sweltering weather 
around Boston last Saturday evening, 
the temperature was so cool In Pawl- 
ing that two blankets were needed on 
our bod there thnt night. 

On Sunday we crossed tho Hudson 
River to Newburgh, took a side trip 
down Storm King Highway to Bear 
Mountain and return, and then drove 
up tho Hudson highway to Highland, 
New York. From Highland we took 
the Mlnnewaska Trail to Kerhonk- 
son, one of the most beautiful drives 
in this section of the country. Ono 
of the Interesting features of the 
drive from Newburgh to Highland, 
and for many miles from the latter 
city along Route 44, Is the 
huge development of fruit culture. 
Since the start of tills century, men 
of Italian birth converted many thous- 
ands of acres into vineyards, apple, 
peach and cherry orchards. 

From Kerhonkson we continued on 
to Kingston, where we took the ferry 
to Rhelnbeck, thence by way of Rock 
City and Pine Plains and Millerton 
to Copuke Falls, New York. At this 
place ono can make a detour of about 
two miles into Taconlc State Park and 
see Bish Bash Falls, just over the 
Massachusetts Border. Our journey 
continued on through Great Barrington 
and tho Berkshires, past Pittsfield 
and Into the hamlet of Windsor whero 
the altitude is over 1800 feet. We 
spent the night there In a comfort- 
uhle cabin. The air was cool and in- 
vigorating, quite different from the 
torrid temperature we encountered on 
our drive hack to Newton on Monday.

Firing two shots from a rifle Robert

cartridges. Physicians at the hospital 
expressed the belief that Fewster 
would recover.

Beginners Classes are conducted 
dally except Sunday at Camp Day 
and have been successful In teaching 
more than thirty boys to learn the 
fundamentals of the common strokes. 
However there are two other types of 
classes which are extremely popular 
this season, and unlike tho Beginner 
Class are entirely voluntary on the 
part of the Camper. In each three 
week period an advanced swimming 
class Is held dally in the afternoon 
for those hoys who wish to make them- 
selves more adept In the water.

Police Smash 
Alleged Wool 

Theft Ring 

Long Investigation Results In 
Five Arrests 


Newton pollco smashed a wide- 
spread wool theft ring last week by 
tho arrest Friday of live men on 
charges of larceny and conspiracy. 
Tho arrests climaxed a lengthy and 
painstaking investigation of lliefts of 
wool valued at over $6000 from the 
Rohmer Wool Scouring Co., of Cali- 
fornia st.. Nonantum. Police allege 
that the thefts occurred on four sep- 
arate occasions between September 
1935 and May 1936. In all thirty bags 
of wool of 100 pounds each were 
taken from tho company's storehouse, 
carried to a nearby field where they 
were picked up by a truck. The loot 
was stolen in Roston. 

Tho Investigation, going on for many 
months, also linked the gang with tho 
theft of seven tons of steel from a 
construction job in Westwood accord- 
ing to tho police. The arrest of other 
alleged members of the ring is ex- 
pected. Two of those suspected of 
having a part as “fences” in the dis- 
posal of tho loot aro serving jail 
sentences in connection with wool 
thefts In other cities, police stated. 

Four of the men who were arrested 
as tho result of the investigation car- 
ried on by Patrolmen William L. 
Whelan. Henry C. Bell and John F. 
Lovely under the direction of Captain 
Nicholas Veduccio were arraigned in 
court on Friday and the fifth, who 
was not apprehended until late that 
day was in court on Saturday. The 
defendants, each of whom were held 
in $5500 bail for tho grand jury wero 
Raymond Tralnor, 28, a salesman of 
Cochltuate: William Shriberg, 35, Junk 
dealer of 228 Limvood avo., Newton- 
vllle: Henri Boudreau, 34, junk dealer, 
of 81 Gardner st., Newton; William 
Blanch!. 28. of 114 Gardner st.. New 
ton; and Ralph T. Hamden. 33. denier 
in second hand machinery of Fram- 
ingham. The defendants were repre- 
sented by Attorneys James P. Akins 
and Edward A. Fnhey and Judge Al- 
len continued tho case until Saturday 
after denying a request that bail he 
decreased to $1500 each. 

Tho climax in the investigation came 
when Patrolman Whalen was given 
permission by Captain Veduccio to 
transfer his activities to Cochituate. 
Whelan, accompanied by Patrolmen 
Bell and Lovely, went to that town 
and questioned Trainor. bringing him 
to Newton police headquarters late 
Thursday evening where police al- 
leged he made a confession revealing 
tho activities of the ring. Warrants 
wore immediately issued and three 
of tho other men taken into custody 
at their homes. Late Friday in Fram- 
ingham the fifth defendant. Hamden, 
was arrested. Arraigned in court on 
Saturday his hall was sot at $5500 by 
Judge Thomas AVeston and like tho 
others he was held for the grand jury 
on charges of larceny and conspiracy. 

A. L. Rohmer, president of the con- 
cern from which the wool was stolen, 
described how the material vanished. 
Ho said that someone In his employ 
put the wool out of the storehouse at 
night into tho field and it was then 
taken away. On May 18, 1936 ten or 
twelve hags wero found abandoned In 
tho field after a harking dog had 
apparently frightened the thieves 
away. The discover}’ of these hags 
or wool led to tho discovery of the 
previous thefts. Mr. Rohmer also told 
the polico that Boudreau was em- 
ployed liy his firm at the time tho 
thefts were committed. Ho placed 
a value of between $100 and $115 on 
each hag of wool. 

Patrolman AVhelan told tho court 
of a confession made by Trainor. 
Patrolman Lovely testified that he and 
Boll visited a man named Thomas 
Robertson of Malden, who is serving 
a term in Billerica, and that the lat- 
ter had confessed that he was impli- 
cated in the wool thefts. The court 
was also told of a delay In tho In- 
vestigation which resulted when tho 
police inspector who undertook tho 
Investigation at tho time of the dis- 
covery of tho thefts had subsequently 
died.

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Aldermen Meet 

At tlio first regular meeting of the 
Newton Hoard of Aldermen since July 
l!Mh a considerable amount of routine 
j business was on the docket. Soven 
petit ions for polo locations of the 
Hoston Edison and New England Tol. 
,V Tel. Companies failed to produce 
one person with any objections to the 
changes involved. 

On the petition of II. E. Edgar for 
a permit to relocate part of a garage 
at 1200 Walnut 8t., Newton Highlands 
in order to erect two 2-car garages in- 
stead of tlie originally granted 4-car 
permit a Mr. Sawyer of Milton ex- 
pressed ills opposition. 

Abutting property in his wife’s name 
would lie depreciated in value and In 
rental availability because of the pres- 
ence of a trucking business close at 
hand. After questioning by Alderman 
Colby tiie objector stated that, he had 
received a notice of the hearing on 
the original petition but that It did 
not siato the number of cars that 
space would be provided. Further 
^questioning by Alderman Rnwson 
brought forth Information from an- 
other member of the Ronrd that the 
location was in a business zone. 

Officials of the John Dolan Coal 
Company were present to support their 
petition for permit to install two un- 
derground tanks and to keep, store 
and sell fuel and range oil at 153 Con- 
cord st.. Lower Falls. They contend- 
ed that competition had forced them 
to go Into the oil business ns it had 
other coal companies. They indicated 
that they employed several Newton 
citizens. Nearby property owners 
wore present and expressed their tip 
provnl of the petition. 

These petitions and those of William 
Chessman for a 4-car gnrnge at 5GG 
Auburn st.. Aubttrndale and of M. R. 
I, ucas for a 2-cnr garage at 37 Holly 
rd., Ward 5 in addition to a 1-car gar- 
age already located on the premises 
were subsequently grunted after a 
lengthy recess. 

Several residents of Moffat rd., Wa- 
ban, were present to urge the taking 
of land for a drain and sower to al- 
leviate undesirable conditions in that 
vicinity. It was brought out that 
after heavy rains cess-pools over- 
flowed even after frequent pumping 
out in tile homes of several loented 
in a hollow through which the road 
passes. Air. Dana, representing the 
Brae Burn Country Club expressed his 
, sympathy for the residents of t he sec- 
tion affected but staled that an alter- 
native method of overcoming the dif- 
ficulties should he followed. If the 
land is taken lie stated and the sewer

Among their patrons are hundreds of 
girls who work at tho Raytheon radio 
tube factory. These girls are paid by 
check instead of cash and many of 
them lmve been cashing tlie checks 
at Negrotti and Zazzern’s store. Zaz- 
zera has been in tlie habit of going to 
the bank at Watertown after money 
with which to cash the pay checks of 
tlie Raytheon girls. 

Last Thursday morning he was re- 
turning front the Watertown bank. 
With him in his automobile were his 
two children, one 2 years old, the other 
4 years of age, and a third child, 11 
years old. Also in the car was a man 
who is a Nonautum resident. Despite 
the presence of tlie little children In 
the car. two gunmen, one flourishing 
an automatic, the other a revolver, 
and riding in tin automobile driven by 
n third hero, forced Zuzzera’s ear to the 
side of the road, menaced him with 
their weapons, and forced him to hand 
over $100. They did not obtain a much 
larger sum which was concealed In the 
automobile. So-called lower animals 
work to procure their sustenance. They 
do not prey on others of their kind ac- 
companied by young, unless they are of 
cannibalistic species. 


At Tewksbury tlie other day the 
blade of a circular saw broke while 
a man was sawing wood in tho yard of 
Itis home and he was instantly killed 
by a flying fragment of the broken 
saw. For years the thought has occur- 
red repeatedly to 11 s as we observed 
such saws being operated in this city.- 
of the probability of such an accident 
occurring. These portable saws are 
carried from place to place, and for a 
small sum their owners cut railroad 
ties or other wood for customers. No 
such saw should he operated in New- 
ton. or elsewhere, unless the person 
owning it carries n reasonably large 
public liability insurance. Fragments 


of broken circular saws travel consid- 
erable distances. 


Two members of tlie Newton police 
department were victims of a cold- 
blooded criminal last Saturday night, 
rutrolmnn Henry Bell of Charleshank 
road, Newton, a member of the depart- 
ment only this year was fatally wound- 
ed by n bullet from the killer's revol- 
ver, and motorcycle patrolman Law- 
rence Murphy who was critically In- 
jured, Is still fighting for Ills life at 
the Newton Hospital. It was the first 
time In tho long history of the Newton 
police that one of its members was 
fatally shot In the performance of his 
duty. Nearly GO years ago Patrolman 
Baker was shot one night by a milk- 
wagon driver who thought Baker was 
it highwayman. Baker lost an eye. The 
milkman was exonerated. Nineteen 
years ago Patrolman Henry Lotighlin 
was shot while attempting to arrest 
a burglar. 


Newton and Boston police are sure 
they huve positive evidence which will 
prove that the slayer of Patrolman 
Bell is a social misfit who escaped a 
few months ago from Charles Street 
jttil in Boston, and who has n lengthy 
court record. The alleged murderer 
was arrested 14 years ago for attempt- 
ing to shoot a policeman who was ques- 
tioning him at Muttupan. He is re- 
sourceful and a desperate character, 
but It alive will shortly he captured. 


The place where Patrolmnn Bell and 
Patrolman Murphy were shot is on 
Watertown street, Watertown, about 
opposite the Parker School, and a third 
of a mile from the Newton boundary 
line. It was almost at t his spot that 
two days before tlie shootings that 
bandits held up and robbed Louis Zaz- 
ern, a Nonnntum storekeeper. The rob- 
bery of Zazzera was really responsible 
for the shooting of the policemen. Pa- 
trolman William Whelan, who was in 
a police cruising ear with Patrolman 
Bell when they slopped the automo- 
bile containing the Frudn girl and the 
murderer, thought tlie latter resembled 
tlie description of one of the bandits 
who had held up Zazzera, and had gone 
to check up on this suspicion when 
Bell and Murphy were shot, Inctden-

tally. Whelan, a veteran policeman, 
and tutor of ills patrol car partner. 
Boll, wanted to remain and guard the 
suspect, and told Bell to drive to the 
police box at Nonuntum for the pur- 
pose of communicating with heudquar- 
tors. but the younger policeman asked 
to he permitted to stand gunrd. 

Ranking officers of the Newton police 
department, Including Chief Hughes, 
Captain Goode and Captain Veducdo, 
as well as members of the inspectors 
division, worked almost without cessa- 
tion, and with practically no sleep from 
Saturday night until Tuesday night in 
efforts to apprehend the killer of Pa- 
trolman Bell. We believe that they, or 
the humblest patrolman In the depart- 
ment should receive compensatory time 
off when they work overtime in the line 
of duty. We don't believe in giving time 
off to policemen for work performed 
in their regular line of duty. It lias be- 
come an Increasing practice In Boston 
and elsewhere (and a start was made 
in this city) to give policemen extra 
days off if they captured a burglar, or 
if they were even present when some 
other policeman captured a burglar. 
If a policeman performs an heroic or es- 
pecially meritorious piece of service, 
lie should receive recognition for such 
an act. But, arresting burglars, is what 
policemen are paid to do. It would be 
equally reasonable to give firemen ex- 
tra days off (with pay) for plowing 
snow during blizzards, or working 
down in the stench of sewers. We were 
Impelled to write this after reading 
of several Boston policemen getting 
extra days off because they captured 
Kilgullon and Eunson. 


Citizens of Newton approve the ap- 
propriation of 61000 by the Board of 
Aldermen us a reward for the capture 
and conviction of Patrolman Bell's slay- 
er. Wo believe they will also approve 
proper compensation for the young 
widow of tlie murdered policeman. 


It is Interesting to note that the 
lawyer who first appeared to defend 
Frances Frada, the girl who was the 
companion of t lie desperado who shot 
Patrolmen Bell and Murphy, is William 
r. Sehurton. Mr. Schurton was counsel 
for Walsh who shot and fatally wound- 
ed Patrolman Maclean of the Malden 
police a few years ago. Scharton ob- 
tained the acquittal of his client in 
that case when lie raised the unique 
point or law tliat tin' policeman had 
failed to state to the man he was at- 
I tempting to arrest, why lie was inking 
hint Into custody. Judge Nelson Brown 
was the judge at that trial. Mr. Schar- 
ton was also counsel for the defense 
I in the Milieu murder trial, lie was also 
attorney for the defence in tire trials 
of the DIStnsios, convicted of killing 
Crowley at Hudson in May, 1935. The 
elder DiStasio was supposed to have 
been electrocuted a few weeks ago. but 
Governor Hurley and the Executive 
Council, for some reason best known to 
themselves, granted a reprieve.

“Miraculous Shower” Is 

Odd Fall From the Shy 

People regard ns mysterious, or 
semi-miraculous, various showers of 
objects which appear to fall from 
tho sky, says a writer in the In- 
dianapolis News. A so-called sul- 
phur shower, occurring in the West, 
was a shower of pollen blown from 
pine trees. Showers of fishes usu- 
ally are caused by waterspouts 
whose force causes quantities of fish 
and other aquatic animals to be 
drawn aloft. Showers of rats and 
mice have been reported. A show- 
er of birds is said to hove occurred 
in Baton Rouge, La., in 1890. The 
birds probably were driven inland 
by a coast storm nnd killed by a 
sudden fall in temperature. On the 
morning of July 2!), 1875, a quantity 
of hay fell from tlte sky near Monks- 
town, near Dublin, Ireland, over an 
area of more than a mile in diam- 
eter, lasting five minutes. So-called 
rains of blood in southern Europe 
probably were rain reddened by 
dust blown across the Mediterra- 
nean from the Sahara desert. 

In showers of so-called ink, the 
deposit consists of rain blackened 
with smoke or soot, while a mixture 
of rain and chalky white earth re- 
sults in a shower of “milk.” The 
showers of "honey” recorded in old 
chronicles probably were honey-dew 
ejected by swarms of aphids, scale 
insects or leaf-hoppers. The manna 
of the Bible thus was produced by 
scale insects which exude from their 
bodies a clear juice that falls to the 
ground in drops which harden into 
sugary grains, and which Arabs 
gather for use as food and medi- 
cine. In the case of some alleged 
showers of paper, the material has 
been found to be the crusts of dried 
algae. The “flesh” reputed to fall 
from aloft probably is the jelly-like 
material sometimes formed by col- 
onies of bacteria on the surface of 
water. 


Swing Days Big Events 

to Children of Koreans 

Korean children have many 
games that are different from ours 
but little girls in Korea enjoy Swing 
day best of all special things to do. 
Swing day comes every year and is 
a holiday for children, notes a writ- 
er in the Washington Star. 

Swing day originated from a Ko- 
rean legend that has been handed 
down from long ago generations. 

In the olden times there was a 
charming young princess who loved 
a prince of her own country. But 
her father, the emperor, married 
her off to a wealthier suitor from 
a far land who took her away to live 
there with him. Her husband knew 
she was homesick for her native 
land, and on a high hill outside the 
palace he put up a swing for her. 

Once a year the princess was al- 
lowed to swing there all day. She 
would swing as high as possible 
and just catch a glimpse of her na- 
tive land from the air. All year she 
would wait for this one day to think 
of her own country. 

Korean girls honor the memory of 
the Swing Princess one day a year. 
Swings are erected on very long 
ropes that will fly quite high, on 
the hilltops. The girls line up and 
take turns at swinging. Swing day is 
celebrated this way all over Korea 
and the homesick little princess is 
the adopted patron of all Korean 
girls on that day. 


“Switzerland of America” 

The sobriquet, “Switzerland of 
America,” is applied to several of 
the states, Colorado, for one, be- 
cause of its magnificent natural 
beauty. Maine is another state 
called the Switzerland of America. 
Its mountainous scenery and abun- 
dant snowfalls doubtless gave rise 
to this nickname. It is also applied 
to New Hampshire, New Jersey and 
West Virginia. It is applied to New 
Hampshire in recognition of that 
state’s beautiful mountain scenery; 
to New Jersey because of its moun- 
tain scenery in the northwestern 
part of the state, occasioned by the 
Kittatinny range of mountains and 
by the ranges of the Watchung. 
Sourland and the Pickle mountains 
of the southeast; and to West Vir- 
ginia’ from the picturesqueness of 
the mountain scenery. 


Memory Stimulated by Musie 

Many forms of memory are stim- 
ulated by music, according to a 
writer in Pearson’s London Week- 
ly. A certain air may call up 
a scene we thought we had forgot- 
ten. Or it may bring some person 
vividly to our mind. Certain strains 
of music have been known to awak- 
en memory in people who were suf- 
fering from mental trouble. In the 
East there are healers who work 
with sound while using massage to 
stimulate the nerves. They know 
that everything has its rate of vi- 
bration, and if they can find the 
patient’s vibratory response they 
can cure his nerves. 


Plenty of Peat 

Peat — really undeveloped coal — Is 
formed by decaying vegetable mat- 
ter and is found in almost all 
swamps. In Ireland, it’s composed 
of moss; in India, rice; in the United 
States, almost any plant. Although, 
when dried, peat gives almost as 
much heat as soft coal and is prac- 
tically smokeless, it is not used 
widely in this country as fuel. It 
takes too long to dry. But if Amer- 
ica's coal is ever exhausted, there 
will he plenty of peat to take its 
place.

Humming Birtls Adorned 

With Moustache, Crest 

If you were told that humming 
birds had moustaches, would you 
believe it? Yet that is true of some 
species. If told that they were pug- 
nacious, would you still be skepti- 
cal? This also is true. These little 
birds, smallest of the feathered 
tribe, have many interesting pecu- 
liarities, observes a writer in Tit- 
Bits Magazine. 

Hawks and crows often fly igno- 
minously before the onslaughts of 
these little creatures, and either sex 
will attack any bird that offends 
them or comes near their nest. 
Humming birds in many species 
have moustaches, chin pendants, 
fanciful crests upon the head, puffs 
on the legs and other adornments, 
which they display with delight and 
vanity when courting the plainer 
female. 

There are approximately 500 spe- 
cies of humming birds and they 
are confined almost entirely to North 
and South America. Humming birds 
have tiny, light bodies, remarkably 
powerful wing muslces, long, nar- 
row wings, and very short wing 
bones. This gives them speed at 
the expense of power and enables 
them to poise in mid-air before flow- 
ers while they catch insects that 
feed on the nectar, and to dart 
through the air so rapidly that they 
often elude the eye. 

Their bill is frequently twice as 
long as their head. This enables 
them to delve deep into the recesses 
of the flowers they frequent. 

The Helena humming bird of Cuba 
is believed to be the smallest bird in 
the world. It was discovered by Dr. 
Juan Gundlach in 1850. 


Fingers, Hands, Arms and 

Feet as Measure Guides 

Originally, measurements were 
based on portions of tho fingers, 
hands, arms, and feet; horses are 
measured in “hands.” The “hand” 
is the distance across tho palm, in- 
cluding the thumb when it is kept 
close to tlte palm. 

In England, says London Tit-Bits 
Magazine, the old inch was the dis- 
tance across the base of the thumb, 
but in Scotland an ancient statute 
ordained that the inch was the av- 
erage of throe thumbs, that of a big 
man, a small man, and a middle- 
sized man. 

The yard was the distance from 
the tip of the nose to the tip of the 
middle finger of an arm outstretched 
horizontally, and a fathom the 
length of a man’s reach when both 
arms were thus stretched. The. Ro- 
man pace or yard was the distance 
from the back of one heel to the 
back of one other, and 1,000 paces 
comprised their mile, which is 4,- 
804 feet. 

In old Bavaria, a foot was lit- 
erally the length of a human foot 
clad in a shoe, and ten-foot poles 
were made by getting ten men of 
varying heights to stand in a row 
and cut the pole accordingly. 


World’s Largest Glaciers 

A roll call of glacial giants would 
include the names of Pamir, in the 
Himilayas, possibly 100 miles long; 
Hubbard, in Alaska, 90 miles long 
and in places 10 miles wide, and the 
ice cap of Svalbard, Spitzbergen. 
Glaciers flourish virtually on the 
equator — wherever peaks are high 
enough. The highest point in Africa 
— 19,710 foot Mount Kilimanjaro, in 
Tanganyika — is girdled with no 
fewer than ten such phenomena, 
even though it is volcanic. South 
American glaciers are frequently 
tucked into the pockets of quiet 
volcanic peaks in the Andes, and 
at Cerro Alto, in Ecuador, one has 
taken possession of the second hand 
crater. The method of growth is 
more spectacular than the mighty- 
oaks-from-little-acorns contrast. For 
the huge rivers are merely over- 
grown colonies of snowflakes, which 
have become compact, granular ice. 


Woodpeckers Attack Dead Trees 
The woodpecker has short, sturdy 
legs and his four sharp-clawed toes, 
two pointing forward, two back- 
ward. With them he clings tightly 
to a tree, balancing his body with 
his stiff tail. That allows him “free 
wheeling” for his chisel-shaped 
beak. No insect can escape him. 
After digging to a bug, his long, 
round tongue cleans out niches like 
an anteater’s. Contrary to popular 
belief, woodpeckers do little harm 
to trees. They seldom attack a 
healthy tree, but they do clean dis- 
eased ones of harmful insects.

Broadly speaking, in denotes rest;
